PREFACE 

In modern literature, anti-communists are generally pic- 
tured as scoundrels. On the other hand, left-wing Perjurers 
and Jail Birds are shown as persecuted lambs."' But there 
is a special vitriol uncorked for those who have followed 
communism, and have repented to such an extent that they 
are publicly willing to stand up and testify against it by 
word and deed. 

The writer of this pamphlet. Manning Johnson, is an ex- 
ample of such treatment. The Supreme Court of the United 
States used a communist statement in a decision of the 
majority opinion, as delivered by Justice Felix Frankfurter*^ 
brand ^Manning Johnson , as giving **tainted*’ testimony 
and cited as a basis for this statement the Communist Party 
brief. The left-wing papers, including the Isfeuf "York. 
Herald Tribune joyfully took up the cry. Of course, care- 
ful investigation shows that Manning Johnson is not a per- 
jurer; and it would be easy to prove this in any court not 
dominated by such a character as Felix Frankfurter. *^*^*^*^ 

Mianning Johnson s story begins very much like many 
other Negroes brought up in a religious home. He was in- 
ducted into the "party” largely because of the preachings 
of a communist Bishop (retired) of the Episcopal church, 
'W^illiam Montgomery Brown. Manning Johnson is a man

of abilit^r and education and felt himself frustrated by his 
race and color, and fell under the spell of the communist 
propaganda.

Chapter One 
IN THE WEB 


Ten years I labored in. the cause of Compaiinism. I was 
a dedicated "comrade/’ All my talents and eflForts were 
zealously used to bring* about the triumph of Communism 
in America and throughout the world. To me, the end of 
capitalism would mark the beginning of an interminable 
period of plenty, peace, prosperity and universal comrade- 
ships All racial and;. class differences and conflicts would 
end forever after the liquidation of -the capitalists, their 
government and their supporters. A world union of Soviet 
States under the hegemony of Russia would free and lead 
mankind on to Utopia. 

Being an idealist, I was sold this "bill of goods” by a 
Negro graduate of the Lenin Institute in Moscow. 

The color of one’s skin is no, bar to a young man or woman 
dreaming of making a better world. Like other Negroes, 
I experienced and saw piany injustices and inequities around 
me based upon color, not ability. I was told that "the de- 
cadent capitalist system is responsible,” that "mass pressure” 
could force concessions but "that just prolongs the life 
of capitalism”; that I must unite and work with all those 
who more or less agree that capitalism must go. 

Little did I realize until I was deeply enmeshed in the 
^ed Conspiracy, that just and seeming grievances are ex- 
ploited to transform idealism into a cold and ruthless weapon 
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against the capitalist system — that this is the end toward 
which all the communist efforts among Negroes are directed. 

Indeed, I had entered the red conspiracy in the vain belief 
that it was the way to a **new, better and superior” world 
system of society. Ten years later, thoroughly disillusioned, 
I abandoned communism. The experiences of those years in 
‘'outer darkness” are like a horrible nightmare. I saw com- 
munism in all its naked cruelty, ruthlessness and utter con- 
tempt of Christian attributes and passions. And, too, I saw 
the low value placed upon hiiman life, the total lack of re- 
spect for the dignity of man, the betrayal of trust, the terror 
of the Secret Police and the bloody hand of the assassin, 
during and since, those fateful years when I embraced com- 
munism. 

I was lured into the red movement by way of the Ameri- 
can Negro Labor Congress, one of the many "front organi- 
zations” set up by the communists to trap the naive, unwary, 
unsuspecting and idealistic Negro. The use of such attractive 
and appealing fronts as a means of entrapment is a most 
unportant serpentine method of the reds. 

After two years of practical training in organizing street 
demonstrations, inciting mob violence, how to fight the 
police and how to politically "throw a brick and hide”, I 

was ready, in the opinion of my leaders, for a top communist 
school. 

At a secret national training school in New York City, 

I was given an extensive and intensive course in the theory 
and practice of red political warfare. As a result, I was ap- 
pointed District Organizer by the Political Bureau of the 
Communist Party in the Buffalo, New York area, one of 
the vital industrial sections of our coimtry. It was in the 
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position of District Organizer that I learned to use secret 
codes, "'mail drops”, organize clandestine meetings, "shake 
police shadows” and other underground activities. At the 
same time I became acquainted with the nature of commun- 
ist sabotage and espionage. 

zeal, training, both theoretical and practical, com- 
bined with loyalty and willingness to sacrifice, changed me 
from a novice into a dedicated red — a professional revolu- 
tionist. Consequently, I climbed rapidly to the National 
Committee, the highest governing body of the Communist 
Party in America. 

Being a Negro top communist, I was placed on the Na- 
tional Negro Commission, an important sub-committee of 
the National Committee of the Communist Party. On this 
Commission, which was created on direct orders from Mos- 
cow to facilitate the subversion of the Negroes, I began to 
realize the full implications of how the Negro is used as a 
political dupe by the ICremlin hierarchy. Under the guise 
of "unity of 'black and white in the struggle”, several top 
white communists, such as James S. Allen, Elizabeth Lawson, 
the late Robert "Bob” Minor, and George Blake Charney 
were placed on the National Negro Commission. These white 
communists wielded more power than the nominal N^egro 
heads of the Commission. In a word, they are like white over- 
seers. Every Negro member was aware of the fact that these 
white overseers constituted the eyes, the ears and the voice 
of the Kremlin. Moreover, these white overseers are the 
surest functional guarantee of the maintenance of the hier- 
archial authoritarian control of the Kremlin over their 
Negro lick spittles directing the conspiracy among Negroes 
in America. 

Indeed, it is the white group on the National Negro Com-

mission that holds full sway. They flatter one or two top 
Negroes by making them feel they are actually participating 
in the formulation of policy by consulting with them prior 
to meetings of the Commission. Then these two Negroes are 
assigned to lay down the line to the other Negroes on the 
Commission. The white members check to make sure they 
do. Their opinion of what a Negro member says at a meeting 
can either make or break him. Usually, the Negro who is 
broken is accused of **petty bourgeois nationalism**, that is, 
placing the interests of the Negro above the interests of the 
Communist Party. 

In this connection, I observed how white women com- 
munists are used as political prostitutes, cohabiting with 
high-level Negro communists in order to spy on them. 
Through such intimate relations, these white women com- 
munists are able to elicit information pertaining to family 
background, sources of income, marital difficulties, arrests, 
convictions, opinions on communist policy and communist 
leadership. This information is invaluable to the red hierarchy 
in their relations with their Negro lickspittles. In top red 
circles, this is known as **bedroom politics.** 

^White communist women are also used to maneuver top 
Negro reds into compromising positions that, if revealed, 
would result in public scandal or disgrace. In this way, the 
reds make these N^egroes permanently subject to blackmail if 
they ever consider leaving the red movement. IMoreover, this 
information is used to destroy the credibility of the defectee, 
should he decide to fight the red conspiracy. 

The highest position I attained was candidate for the 
Political Bureau (Politburo) of the Communist Party. The 
Politburo is a small, close-knit body, carefully selected by the 
Kremlin hierarchy. Each member holds his position solely on 
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the approval of the reactionary, rapacious despoilers in the 
Kremlin. This is the real governing body of the entire red 
conspiracy in America. A candidate is invited to sit in on 
deliberations with voice but no vote. Usually, a representative 
of the Kremlin participates in all meetings and deliberations 
of the Politburo. This writer sat in such meetings when 
Gerhard Eisler, alias Edwards, Brown, Hans Berger, etc., 
was the Kremlin representative. Eisler later jumped bail and 
fled the United States on the red Poish liner “Batory” after 
he was exposed and convicted of passport fraud. 

The assignment of political commissars to the red move- 
ment in America is not limited solely to America, but is 
an established Kremlin policy in relation to all communist 
parties in countries outside the "Iron Curtain”. Kremlin 
agents, such as Eisler, exercise an awesome power over the 
white, as well as black lickspittles, comprising the leader- 
ship. 'When Eisler spoke, one could hear a pin fall. Each 
leader sat in rapt attention, hanging on to every word Eisler 
uttered as if it were, indeed, a pronouncement from the 
Holy of Holies”. On several occasions, he expressed the 
grave dissatisfaction of the Kremlin because of the failure 
of the party to take advantage of the broad **people*s front 
movement” to build "progressive groups” in participating 
organizations such as the N.A.A.C.P., youth, religious, fra- 
ternal, labor, etc. These "progressive groups”, he said, "was 
the only guarantee that the decisions we make with leaders 
will be brought down to and carried out by the member- 
ship*’. 

Significantly, Eisler emphasized that the "people’s front” 
or "democratic front” is **a maneuver only” to lay the basis 
for firm ^communist direction and control of masses. And, 
too, that the leaders of non-communist organizations are 
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drawn into joint movements with the communists only 
to facilitate the infiltration, ideological and organizational 
penetration of their respective organizations’*. After all, 
this is a fight for leadership to determine **who shall lead the 
masses, the communists or Negro reformists’*. The pro- 
gressive groups”, consisting of communists, fellow-travellers, 
sympathizers, liberals, etc., constitute the vehicle on which 
the reds pin their present hope of victory. 

Never once were we allowed to forget the vacillating, 
uncertain, untrustworthy character of the Negro intellec- 
tual, the Negro minister, the Negro petty bourgeois, the 
Negro reformist and the white socio-liberal, philanthropic, 
humanitarian supporter. They are accused, on the basis of 
experience, of "running frantically from one camp (red) 
to the other (capitalist) when the going gets tough”. So that 
when communists imite with and support them today, it 
is necessary to keep in mind that **it may be necessary to 
denounce them tomorrow and the day after tomorrow hang 
them”. 

Thus, as a participant on the highest level of the commu- 
nist conspiracy in America, I observed the cold, calculating, 
ruthless nature of red power politics and politcal warfare, 
stripped of all its illusory propaganda and idealistic cover. 
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Chapter Two 


SUBVERTING NEGRO CHURCHES 


Created doubt, lack of confidence, suspicion; setting up 
situations that bring about racial bitterness, violence and 
conflict; putting forth demands so unrealistic that race rela- 
tions are worsened; attacking everybody in disagreement 
as reactionaries, fascists, Ku KJuxers among whites and 
Uncle Toms among ISTegroes, constitute the red’s pattern 
of operation. 

Fortunately, the overwhelming majority of Negroes, in 
whose name the Communists and their ilk presume to 
speak, have not fallen for the blandishments of the Reds. 
They know a red light when they see one. The same can- 
not be said of many Negro intellectuals carrying the ball 
for Communists. Since the Communists have always looked 
upon Negro intellectuals as ^shallow,” ''superficial,” "phrase- 
mongers” and "incompetents” "looking for a loaf when 
they, on a basis of ability, are not worthy of a crumb,” 
their pro-communist behavior becomes all the more tragic 
and ludicrous. 

Only after the order came from Moscow in the 1934-35 
period to win over the Negro intellectual by deceptive flat- 
tery and adulation did the red’s public attitude toward them 
change. The Kremlin concluded that these "superficial 
phonies” could serve the cause of Communism. 

A large number of Negro ministers are all for the Com- 
munists. Some are prominent and influential; others are "run 
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of the mill/’ They in common believe that beating the racial 
drums is a short cut to prominence, money and the realiza- 
tion of personal ambitions even if the Negro masses are left 
prostrate and bleeding— expendables in the mad scramble 
for power. 

Abner W. Berry, columnist ha. The Daily Worker, official 
organ of the Communist Party, recently praised these min- 
isters as fulfilling their ^'historic role,” i.e., delivering the 
Negro into the hands of the Communists. Neither his pen 
nor his lips had such praise prior to the 1934-35 period. 
Then the Moscow line was clear. 

The resolution on the Negro Question stated: 

"In the work among the Negroes, special attention 
should be paid to the role played by the churches and 
preachers who are acting on behalf of American im- 
perialism. The Party must conduct a continuous and 
carefully worked out campaign among the Negro 
masses, sharpened primarily against the preachers and 
the churchmen, who are the agents of the oppressors 
of the Negro race.”*^ 

All the instructions from Moscow at the time ordered 
reds to "combat the influence of the church” because the 
church, "by offering to the Negro worker and peasant for 
the miseries they are enduring in this world, compensation 
in heaven, are befogging the minds of the Negro workers 
and peasants, making them a helpless prey to capitalism 
and imperialism.”*'*’** 

The public denunciation of Negro "sky pilots”*'’ *^*^ was 
likewise stopped on orders from Moscow. The deeply re-

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ligious Negro masses whom the Kremlin wanted to use as 
expendables in the struggle for power shied away from 
the '*Party/’ A frontal attack on religion resulted in iso- 
lation from Negroes. Therefore, deception was to be tried. 
The honeyed phrase replaced harsh words. The smile re- 
placed the smirk. The velvet glove covered the mailed fist, 
bjumility replaced arrogance. The handshake replaced hos- 
tility. All that was distasteftil and wicked in the past was 
to be forgotten in the face of "a need for a common front 
against the white oppressors.” The devil %uas sick — an angel 
he ivould be. 

Application of the new line embarked the Communists 
on an era of outstanding success in infiltrating and pene- 
trating the Negro Church. 

White ministers acting as missionaries, using the race 
angle as bait, aided in the cultivation of Negro ministers 
for work in the Red solar system of organizations. Bribery 
through gifts, paid lectures, flattery through long applause 
at staged rallies, favorable mention in the red controlled 
press were not the only methods employed to corrupt the 
Negro ministers. The use of sex and perversion as a means 
of political blackmail was an accepted red tactic. 

At the same time that all this was going on at the top, the 
"comrades” were building cells below in the church "to 
guarantee that decisions made at the top would be brought 
down to the congregation.” 

The importance attached to this work is clearly shown 
in the report of the speeches of Earl Browder, then General 
Secretary of the Communist Party, and Gerhard Eisler, alias 
Edwards, Moscow representative to the plenary session of 
the National Committee of the Communist Party in the 
United States. It states: 


^'Comrades Browder, Edwards and Ford have spoken 
about the necessity of making a turn in our Negro 
work . . . how to connect ourselves with the organized 
masses ... in the United States there are ... of the 
Negro population ... 10 million in churches. The 
problem of how to penetrate these organizations is of 
the utmost political importance.’***' 

The bulk of Negro church members are in the South. 
They live by the "Good Book.” Anyone against the "Good 
Book” is of the devil. There is no in between. The Red carpet- 
baggers discovered this when they touched the Negro s 
religion. So they avoided this sore spot in order to snare 
their intended victims. Get them involved in the movement 
first and later do the job on their religious convictions was 
the order. Anything else was putting the cart before the 
horse. 

The new line went like this: Jesus, the carpenter, was 
a worker like the Communists. He was against the "money 
changers,” the "capitalists,” the "exploiters” of that day. 
That is why he drove them from the temple. The Com- 
munists are the modern day fighters against the capitalists 
or money changers. If Jesus were living today, he would 
be persecuted like the Communists who seek to do good for 
the common people. 

Alert law enforcement agents made it extremely difficult 
and hazardous for the Reds to work openly. Consequently, 
they drew heavily upon the accumulated knowledge and ex- 
perience of their comrades engaged in illegal work in other 
parts of the world to operate with the least risk in the 
South. Of all their methods used, it was generally agreed 
that the Church is the "best cover for illegal work.”

Gilbert Green, one of the top Reds in this country, re- 
ported as follows: 

**For example in the South we have more than 
300 members who are also members of church youth 
organizations — especially the Baptist Young Peo- 
ples Union. In this district (Alabama) . . . where 
possible we should build . . . units in the Church 
Youth organizations. 'Why? Because in the South, 
especially for the Negro youth, the church is 
the center of cultural and social activity. It is here 
that we must work. By building our units in the church 
organizations we can also improve our work under 
the illegal conditions, as it will be easier to work in the 
church organizations. In Alabama there are certain 
places in which we can in a short while take over the 
church organizations of youth, under our leadership, 
and these can become legal covers for our -work, in the 
South. (Italics mine.)*'*’

RED PLOT TO USE NEGROES 


Stirring up race and class conflict is the basis of all dis- 
cussion of the Communist Party’s work in the South. The 
evil genius, Stalin, and the other megalomaniacal leaders 
in Moscow ordered the use of all racial, economic and social 
differences, no matter how small or insignificant, to start 
local fires of discontent, conflict and revolt, **W^ho could 
tell which of these issues could start a general conflagration” 
that would sweep across the former Confederate States from 
Maryland to Texas? 

Black rebellion was what Moscow wanted. Bloody racial 
conflict would split America. During the confusion, de- 
moralization and panic would set in. Then finally, the 
reds say: 

"Workers stop work, many of them seize arms by 
attacking arsenals. Many had armed themselves before 
. . . Street fights become frequent. Under the leader- 
ship of the Communist Party the workers organize 
Revolutionary Committees to be in command of the 
uprising. Armed workers . . . seize the principal gov- 
ernment offices, invade the residences of the President 
and his Cabinet members, arrest them, declare the old 
regime abolished, establish their own power. . .

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The only fear of the white Communist leaders was that 
as a result of their efforts this black rebellion would break 
out before they were ready in the decisive industrial cities 
of the North. 

What if one or five million Negroes die in an abortive 
attempt to establish a Negro republic? Is not the advance 
of the cause worth it? A Communist is not a sentimentalist. 
He does not grieve over the loss of life in the advancement 
of Communism. 

This plot to use the Negroes as the spearhead, or as ex- 
pendables, was concocted by Stalin in 1928, nearly ten 
years after the formation of the world organization of 
Communism. Prior to this time, the periodic Moscow gath- 
erings did little more than pass resolutions. Any credit 
for the change belongs, in the main, to a handful of Negro 
lickspittles like James W. Ford, Harry Haywood, Otto Hall, 
Lovett Fort- Whiteman, and Otto Huiswood, to mention 
a few. 

They were the ones who, again and again, begged their 
masters in Moscow to force the white leaders of the Com- 
munist Party in the United States to organize and use the 
Negroes. They were the ones who got in on the ground floor 
of the conspiracy. They are the ones that history may well 
record as the political Uncle Toms who plotted with a 
diabolical alien power the moral decay, physical slavery and 
spiritual death of their own race. 

The perfidy of these Negro Reds is all the more infamous 
when one reads from the pen of a top Negro Communist 
who wrote; 

(a) “Prior to the Sixth Congress, white chauvinism 
(race prejudice) . . . made progress in Negro work 

well-nigh impossible; ‘ ‘

(b) “White chauvinism manifests itself ... in open 
or concealed opposition to doing work among Negroes; 

(c) “The tendency . . . was to ignore the leading 
Negro comrades when formulating policy; 

(d) “As punishment for their opposition . . . the 
Negro comrades were refused support (financial) in 
getting out the weekly news service which was being 
sent out to some three hundred Negro newspapers; 

(e) “Negro comrade was disciplined for his in- 
sistence in bringing before the Conference the tabooed 
question of Negro work.”*^ 

The above red author gives James W. Ford credit for 
bringing this matter to the attention of the ^hite Fathers 
in Moscow which resulted in immediate action. Negro com- 
munists were given jobs in the apparatus. Most of them 
were given professional revolutionary training in the United 
States and Russia under direct orders from Stalin. As a 
result, Negro reds began looking to Moscow. Stalin became 
the great and just Father^* who could be relied upon to 
settle the many differences between white and Negro com- 
munists. 

During the three decades which have elapsed since the 
Sixth World Congress in Moscow, the American Communist 
Party has conducted many campaigns and formed and in- 
filtrated a large number of organizations among Negroes. 
From the bloody gun battles at Camp Hill, Alabama (1931), 
to the present integration madness, the heavy hand of com- 
munism has moved, stirring up racial strife, creating con- 
fusion, hate and bitterness so essential to the advancement 
of the red cause.

One may recall organizations formed, directed, controlled 
and led by Reds and fellow travellers sucb as: American 
Negro Labor Congress, League of Struggle for Negro Rights, 
International Labor Defense, National Negro Congress, 
Sharecroppers Union, the Civil Rights Congress, Negro 
Labor Victory Committee, Southern Negro Youth Congress, 
Negro Labor Councils, etc., ad infinitum, that exposed mil- 
lions of Negroes to Communist ideas. 

The list of sponsors, ofiScers, and contributors reads like 
a Who’s Who in the Negro intellectual, professional, labor 
and religious circles. 

Through the aforementioned organizations and many 
others, Negro institutions of higher education like Howard 
University were penetrated to subvert teachers and students 
and thus politically contaminate the intellectual stream of 
Negro life. 

White leftists descended on Negro communities like lo- 
custs, posing as **friends” come to help “liberate” their black 
brothers. Along with these white communist missionaries 
came the Negro political Uncle Toms to allay the Negro’s 
distrust and fears of these strangers. Everything was inter- 
racial, an inter-racialism artificially created, cleverly devised 
as a camouflage of the red plot to use the Negro. 
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Chapter Four 


BANE OF RED INTEGRATION 


Many Negro intellectuals, artists, professionals, etc., were 
carried away with this outburst of inter-racialism. Here was 
an opportunity to be accepted by the other racial group. 
Secretly, they had always wanted to get away from the 
other Negroes. Moving around among whites would some- 
how add to their stature and endow a feeling of importance. 
So they went after communist inter-racialism like a hog 
going after slop. 

There are numerous examples of the harmful and dead- 
ening effect of communist inter-racialism (integration) on 
any proposal for constructive Negro projects. Of these 
examples, I will cite only a few. 

First, during the latter 193 O’s, the Negro and white reds, 
fellow travelers, et al., waged an intense campaign against 
Harlem Hospital in New York. Inside information, sup- 
plied by reds on the hospital staj6f, told of crowded con- 
ditions and improper treatment. Some of this information 
was so derogatory that many dubbed Harlem Hospital the 
**Butcher Shop.” Street meetings, indoor rallies, united front 
conferences made overcrowding and improper hospital treat- 
ment the main subject matter. Demands were made on the 
city officials for more and better hospitals without success. 
Charges of race discrimination filled the air. The reds had 
a field day building up racial tensions. 
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Everybody was talking about the overcrowding in the 
Harlem Hospital, So a group of Negroes, believing in **doing 
something for yourself,” came up with the idea of a Negro 
community effort to found a hospital. They saw in such 
a project a chance to render great service to the people in 
the community and to show to the Nation aiid the world 
an example of Negro resourcefulness. Jews, Catholics, Pres- 
byterians and others founded hospitals, so why not Negroes? 

The Communists were not interested in a Negro hospi- 
tal, founded by Negroes and redounding to their credit. 
Such a project would take away a key issue in racial agi- 
tation and radicalization and isolate the reds. So they acted 
swiftly and decisively, through their Negro intellectual tools 
in the community, to kill the project aborning. 

The late Claude McKay, Negro poet, whom I knew very 
well, wrote about it as follows: 

**There was a project to found a Negro hospital 
a few years ago, but before it was launched the idea 
was killed by the obstreperous and extremely vocal 
and effective group of Negro intellectuals who style 
themselves the *anti-Segregationists*. They maintained 
that a Negro hospital would be an incentive to 
the greater segregation of Negro doctors. 

“Preposterous is the situation in which the entire 
Negro minority is placed by its irrational intellectuals 
and their canny 'radical* white supporters. 

“I predict that nothing could be more effective in 
breaking down the barriers of Segregation and com- 
pelling white doctors to recognize the merits of col- 
ored colleagues than the establishment of a great Negro 
hospital in Harlem. . . . Moreover, such an institution 
could become an asset to the American medical pro- 
fession. White doctors would be more attracted by the 
outstanding work of their colored colleagues, just 



J 
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^ wliite educators and intellectuals were drawn to 
Tuskegee to study the great work of Booker T. Wash- 
ington.”^ 

Second, A well-known Negro real estate man called 
together a group of prominent Negro intellectuals and 
professionals for the purpose of launching a Negro hous- 
ing development through the purchase of land and home 
construction. Such a project, he argued, would go a long 
way in showing other races that Negroes can build ideal 
communities and maintain standards second to none. He 
had maps showing fine locations that even from a land 
purchase angle proved that it was a good investment. But 
he couldn t get to first base, ^^hy? Because they were against 
setting up "Negro Communities,” that is "segregating our- 
selves.” *'Xhey,’* he said, "were all for integration in white 
communities.” 

Third, A prominent Negro dentist, who became "well 
to do in the X*^egro community, takes great pride in his rad- 
ical views and associations. He purchased a home in a "White 
Neighborhood” for $20,000. He has since added approxi- 
mately $10,000 for repairs and alterations. Publicly, he 
boasted about his being the only Negro family in the neigh- 
borhood. He makes his money oJ0F Negroes; he is a Negro; 
but he doesn’t want to live among them. To him, the mark 
of success is a good bank reserve and a home in a white 
neighborhood. His only fear is that his white neighbors 
will sell to other Negroes and move to another area. To 
him, and to so many others of his ilk, the very thought 
of members of his own race replacing his newly found white 
neighbors gives him "conniptions.”

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However, it makes no difference what are the circum- 
stances. The Negro crasher of the 'Tily White Section” is 
sure of full cooperation and aid of the reds and all so-called 
progressives to beat down and discredit the opposition. 

Negro integrationists, in the main, can be placed in three 
groups, as follows: 

(a) Those who seek acceptance in white communities 
only for themselves, to the complete exclusion of other 
Negroes. 

(b) Those who are paid agents of unprincipled or rack- 
eteering white real estate men, exploiting the anxieties and 
fears of the white community to reap a financial bonanza. 

(c) Those who are block busters, that is a Negro family 
for whom the reds or so-called progressives have either pur- 
chased or rented a home or an apartment with the full 
knowledge that its transfer is going to arouse social resent- 
ment, bitterness and hostility. 

Regardless of the group into which the Negro integra- 
tionist falls, he is like “manna from Heaven” to all those 
who deliberately seek to arrest the steady advancement in 
race relations and to turn it into a shambles for alien or 
partisan political purposes. 

Significant it is to note that the reds and so-called pro- 
gressives never spend money on projects to “help” the 
Negroes unless these projects pay off in race conflict and 
animosity. They know that the “blockbuster,” like the in- 
terloper and party crasher, is always resented and usually 
gets the “bum’s rush.” That is why they seek to cast the 
Negro in such a light. It builds up open and hidden re- 
sentment that can be exploited. 
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Some people describe New York City as a **melting pot.” 
At best, this is only wishful thinking. The numerous racial 
and national groups are as easily identified today as ever. 
The geographical areas where each group settled or resettled 
remains. Thus, there are in New York German sections, 
Italian sections, Irish sections, Jewish sections, Puerto Rican 
sections, Chinese sections, Negro sections, etc. In short, 
there may be found as many sections as there are national 
groups or races. National, social, cultural, linguistic, re- 
ligious and other common factors effect this sectional cleav- 
age. Parades and gala affairs in national costumes are not 
rmcommon. The same may be said of every part of our 
country. Though these national, racial and religious differ- 
ences divide them like five fingers on the hand, yet they 
are one solid fist as Americans. 

The Communists try to exploit these national, racial and 
rehgious differences in order to weaken, undermine and 
subjugate America to Moscow. Like a serpent, they use 
guile to seduce each group. At no time have the Communists 
even hinted or suggested to any group, other than the Negro, 
that their clannishness or tendency to colonize a given 
area creates a **Ghetto” or "Quarters.” Were they to do so, 
they would be jeered out of each section as crackpots. 

Evidently the reds had international propaganda in mind 
when they described Negro sections as "Ghettos” because 
the definition of the word Ghetto in no way applies to a 
Negro section any more than it does to a German, Irish, 
Jewish, Chinese or any other section in America. 

The Encyclopedia Britannica states: 

"Ghetto, formerly the street or quarter of a city 
in which Jews were compelled to live, enclosed by 
walls and gates which were locked each night. The 
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term is now used loosely of any locality in a city or 
country where Jews congregate. 

‘‘During the Middle Ages the Jews were forbidden 
to leave the ghetto after sunset when the gates were 
locked, and they were also imprisoned on Sundays and 
all Christian holy days.’’*^ 

Negroes band together in sections like other races and 
national groups much for the same reasons. Like other racial 
and national groups, they can buy land, build communities, 
settle in any section of the country. Like other racial and 
national groups, they can make their sections as nice and 
attractive as possible. The maximum business, cxaltural, 
sanitary and social services are within their reach as with 
other groups. 

The Communists, through propaganda, have sold a num- 
ber of Negro intellectuals the idea that the Negro section 
is a ghetto; that white Americans created it, set its geograph- 
ical boundaries; that it is the product of race hate and the 
inhumanity of white Americans. Therefore, it is a struggle 
of Negro against “white oppressors’’ for emancipation. 

Naturally, those holding such views have no community 
pride, no interest in doing anything to improve its services 
because that would be aiding and abetting “segregation” 
and maintenance of the “ghetto.” 

Moreover, they oppose any race project inside or out- 
side the Negro section for the same reason. Everything 
has to be integrated or it is taboo. In this way, they paralyze 
Negro initiative and resourcefulness, casting the race in the 
mold of one that is incapable of producing anything for 
the advancement of society. At the same time, it creates

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the impression among other racial groups that the jNegro 
waits for them to prepare the banquet so that he can step 
in and enjoy it. 

Obviously, this line, deliberately spread by the Com- 
munists, leads to the worst kind of mischief. It strengthens 
and creates racial prejudices and lays the basis for sharp 
racial conflicts. Shirking social responsibility and blaming 
others may be the easy way, but it is only a short cut to 
Commimist slavery. 
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Chapter Five 


DESTROYING THE OPPOSITION 


No small amount of support of the Communist cause 
came from important and influential Negro newspapers. 
The late Robert Minor, a top Red, wrote: 

some of these papers repeatedly appear open 
admissions that the Communist Party is the only party 
that advocates or fights for equal rights for Negroes 
and the right of self-determination for the Nesro 
people.^’*^' 

He cited two of “many examples” of this reaction of 
the Negro press. Because of lack of space, I shall quote 
only three excerpts from one of his examples: 

**No Menacing Reds (From The A.fro~Afmericafiy 
Baltimore) . 

*'The Reds are going our way. Like ourselves, they 
represent a feared and hated cause. They are the first 
white^ group since Emancipation to advocate race, social 
equality and intermarriage for those who wish it. 

“In fact, there is more real Christianity among white 
Communists than in the white Y.M.C.A., the white 
Christian Endeavor Societies, or the white so-called 
Christian Churches. 

**The Reds are no menace to Negroes. In fact, it is 
comforting to find groups of such people as Communists 
in this color mad world.

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There were also Negro intellectuals, artists, profession- 
als, politicians, etc., seeking a ladder to success. They are 
used according to the strategic needs of the Communist 
Party. In preparation for their treacherous role, the Party 
passes along the word covertly or openly to give them pre- 
ferred treatment. Forces, money, publicity, etc., are used 
in the build-up to change comparative Negro unknowns 
into national and international **Race Leaders.’* 

Wires were pulled in local, state and federal govern- 
ments to appoint, upgrade and transfer to strategic posi- 
tions Negroes whom the communist apparatus could use. 
Congressional records show that an internationally promi- 
nent Negro was aided in his rise by red spy, Alger Hiss. We 
have never heard of this same Negro ever recommending 
any qualified member of his own race as a government ap- 
pointee. The record does show that he recommended white 
appointees, later shown to be connected with the Com- 
munist conspiracy. 

Take also the example of a well-known Negro Federal 
judge who made two rulings in favor of the criminal com- 
munist conspiracy. He was known as a communist fronter 
before he was appointed. He is hailed in the Red press and 
was boomed for the Supreme Court. 

In both instances, the long range investment of the Com- 
munists paid off. Similar examples can be cited again and 
again. As a result, belief has grown among Negro oppor- 
tunists that if you want to get ahead, play ball with the reds. 

Whenever the reds do a successful **job” on a so-called 
renegade or militant anti-Communist, it rivets tighter the 
‘^conspiratorial cover” of the Party. To insure this end, 
nothing is more enlightening than a few object lessons. 
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The awesome spectaqle of the array of forces in all walks 
of life, potent and with ample money, cold-bloodedly and 
eflS.ciently going about the job of destroying the reputation 
and influence of those designated as enemies of Communism 
keep many in line and enforce silence. 

And, too, the hand of the assassin is used in some in- 
stances where it can be done with impunity. 

Few men want the medicine the reds gave the late Senator 
Joseph McCarthy which the reds boast is the best cure 
for militant anti-Communists. 

Also among those at the top of the list of red victims 
are George Hewitt, alias Timothy *'Tim” Holmes, "William 
*‘Bill” Nowell and Charles White (murdered) . They were 
Negro professional revolutionists having received their train- 
ing in the Lenin Institute in Moscow, U.S.S.R. Years of 
experience on all levels of the Communist apparatus emi- 
nently qualified them for the task of ripping the conspira- 
torial cover from the Communist Party and exposing the 
flagitious plot against the Negro. When these Negroes de- 
fected, they automatically became a serious threat to the 
Party. Their knowledge of the inner workings of the con- 
spiracy made them a danger to the red apparatus because 
they were beyond its power of discipline. Theirs was a 
sincere and total abandonment of Communism. They knew 
of their own knowledge its dire threat to humanity, so they 
cooperated with all government agencies investigating, ex- 
posing and prosecuting Communists. As a result, they be- 
came "enemies of the Party apparatus,’’ ‘‘renegades of Com- 
mimism” and were treated like outcasts with every Red 
Hand against them.' 

The National Disciplinary Commission of the Communist 
Party, feared and respected by all reds, as an arm of the 
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Soviet Secret Police, placed on these defecters the word 
“informer,”**" the dreaded tag of the criminal underworld. 
This solemn pronouncement means the “full treatment” 
to show the “comrades’* what happens to those who desert 
and fight the Party, So complete was the campaign of 
slander, threats, persecution, social ostracism that all the 
above-mentioned Negro ex-reds were driven to an un- 
timely grave. 

That this can happen in our Republic under God is un- 
believable but TKUE. No wonder then that today the wrath 
of the Communists is more to be feared than the Judg- 
ments of Heaven. 

To sink their claws in, subvert and use the Negro people, 
Moscow must have loyal, dedicated, trained Negro profes- 
sional revolutionists who can easily be manipulated, that is, 
made to follow the Party line. 

Loyalty is placed first because the Communist Party lead- 
ers demand that loyalty to the Party be placed above and 
before everything and that includes race, relatives, family 
and loved ones. It entails a complete surrender of the will 
to the communist hierarchy. A willingness to do anything, 
go anywhere and say anything you are told is a condition 
of communist membership. 

Out of the fires of such exacting indoctrination and train- 
ing have come the treacherous Negro red leaders who serve 
faithfully their masters in the Kremlin. The James Jacksons, 
the Henry W^instons, the W^illiam Pattersons, the Louise 
Thompsons, the Maude Whites, the Harry Haywoods, the 
Ben Davises, the Doxey Wilkersons, the James W. Fords, 
et al., make up the cadre around which the present racial 
conflict or “liberation movement” is being built.

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Moreover, they are the ones who devise the methods and 
techniques used by their puppets to destroy the reputation 
and influence of those who stand in the way of the gather- 
ing momentum of the Negro liberation juggernaut. 

Except for a brief period during the latter 1930*s, the 
reds called those persons **XJncle Toms” who sought solution 
of the race problem through the medium of education, pa- 
tience, understanding and discussion which would lead to 
mutual agreement. Since any program leading to a peaceful 
solution of the race problem automatically excludes and 
dooms red ejBForts among Negroes, it goes without saying that 
the reds are going to oppose it. The chief targets are the 
responsible advocates of such a program. They must **be dis- 
credited and isolated from the masses.’* So, in addition to the 
tags of ''enemy of the race,” "tool of the white ruling 
class,” "traitor to the race,” the reds have added the oppro- 
brium of ^^Uncle Torn” 

In their usual diabolically clever way, the reds took the 
name of a fine, sincere and beloved character made famous 
in the greatest indictment of chattel slavery and transformed 
him into a "dirty, low, sneaky, treacherous, groveling, sniv- 
ering coward.” This the reds did in order to make the name 
^^TJncle Tom” the symbol of social, economic and political 
leprosy. 

Today, the name **Uncle Tom” among Negroes ranks 
with the term ”McCarfbyism” generally, turning many 
ministers into moral cowards, many politicians into scared 
jackrabbits and many other leaders in hypocrites. 

No man dare stand up and proclaim convictions counter 
to red agitation without running the certain risk of being 
pilloried. The reds, their fellow travelers, leaders of the 
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!N.A.A.C.P. and other race agitators have created an ideal 
climate for such persecution. 

Ironically, the communist dehnition of Uncle Tom** 
applies to the Negro red and fellow traveler more than it 
does to any one else. In fact, I do not know of any Negro, 
living or dead, who sank to the depths of cowardice, servil- 
ity, and treachery as has the Negro red. One has only to 
read the **wailings and lamentations” of Pettis Perry to his 
white masters in the Communist Party to do something 
about the widespread race prejudice permeating that Party 
from top to bottom. Such prejudice in the Communist 
Party, in the opinion of Pettis Perry, prevents the com- 
munist apparatus from effectively exploiting the Negro 
people. 
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Chapter Six 


THE REAL, “TTN TT.E TOMS” 


Ironically, after more than three decades, the reds can’t 
eliminate race prejudice from their own ranks. Pettis Perry’s 
articles clearly show that the centuries’ old racial, national, 
social, economic and political diflFerences between peoples 
plague and bedevil the communist vanguard despite indoc- 
trination, training, discipline and so forth. The human ele- 
ment resists the red straitjacket. 

Naturally so, because you can’t level everybody oflE, toss 
them in a pot, and stir them up without producing a social 
disorder. 

The top white Communist leaders know that racial, as 
well as other differences between peoples, have existed over 
a long span of years and will continue to exist even after 
centuries of re-education under Communist rule. They also 
know that these differences can be used to play race against 
race, nationality against nationality, class against class, etc., 
to advance the cause of Communism. 

Posing as a **friend of the Negro,” they, under the guise 
of a campaign for Negro rights, set race against race in 
the cold-blooded struggle for power. Their hypocrisy and 
the falsity of their claims are clearly revealed in a number 
of instances. 
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For example, while the reds and their fellow travelers 
were stoking the racial fires on the issue of restrictive cove- 
nants : 

"In New York, some 46 comrades, including the 
chairman, signed leases containing restrictive covenant 
clauses. This was also true of two leading comrades in 
the trade union movement. . . . Some comrades said 
‘that those -involved needed a home’ and therefore . . . 
it was ‘all right’ for them to sign such clauses.’”'*’ 

While the white reds were renting apartments and sub- 
letting them to Negroes to stir up racial bitterness and hate 
such as existed in Stuyvesant Town, in New York City, 
they carefully avoided living in a Negro community. A 
top white red "was in the act of moving in to the River- 
ton ffousing Project in Harlem, but decided against it be- 
cause,” to quote him, "a survey disclosed that only 5 to 7 
per cent of the inhabitants of the project were white fami- 
lies, and therefore that would have been a bad environ- 
ment for my kids.”**’’*’ 

The white Communists have nothing but contempt for 
Negro Communists (and justly so) and this is openly ex- 
pressed. For instance: 

"White comrades living in .a Negro community and 
holding positions in the clubs were not on speaking terms 
with most of the Negro comrades. 

Their utter hypocrisy is also revealed in the following: 

"White comrades going into the mass organizations 
made up predominantly of Negro people . . . const ant-

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ly shout that 'We must fight for Negro rights/ Yet 
when they meet Negro comrades and other Negro ac- 
quaintances on the street, especially in the downtown 
area, they do not even speak to them/’*^ 

Evidently, fear and distrust of the Negro male is ram- 
pant in Communist Party ranks because when the 

*'•*.* newspapers reported a case of rape, some of 
ii the white women in the Party began to develop the 

idea that they should ask for police 'protection’.”*^ **- 

Even the despised "tools of the capitalist system” (the 
police) are good to have around at times, say the comrades. 

From time to time, the Communist leaders conduct a 
^^niplete registration of all members. Any N^egro comrade 
who does not register is told to do so or else. The "else” means 
loss of job as for instance: 

"In New Jersey, there was difficulty in . . . re-regis- 
tering a Negro woman comrade, whereupon this com- 
rade was informed that either she re-register 'or else 
it will be your job’,” 

thus implying 

"that the Party would use its influence to carry out 
the threat.”**- **" **- 

Social equality for the l^egTo is a major slogan, of the 
Communists. They use it on the one hand to mislead the 
Negro American, and on the other hand to create anxieties 
^ and fears among white Americans to better exploit both 

I racial groups. What it means when applied to the Com- 

i munist is shown as follows:

”A mrniber of instances . . . Negro comrades are 
not welcome into the homes of white comrades. In 
some cases, they are received early in the morning, when 
neighbors may th ink they are domestic workers, or 
are welcome at night, when the neighbors of the white 
comrades might not see the Negro comrades at all.’”^ 

Space does not permit the citing of all the many examples 
of the utter hypocrisy of the white Communists which show 
the vast gulf between what they say and what they do.

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These examples serve to bring into sharp focus the in- 
famous treachery of the Negro reds and their Negro fellow 
travelers and defenders. Aloreover, it conjures up their own 
definition of Uncle Tom” which applies more to them than 
to any other Negro. 

The reds have deliberately twisted and warped the think- 
ing of those intellectual pygmies who lead the ''Freedom 
by *63” campaign by sending them after quick solutions of 
a centuries’ old problem that has never been solved any- 
where in the world. Obvious even to the most ignorant is 
the fact that all people are prejudiced. No one is free of 
it. Prejudice, in one form or another, has existed almost 
as long as the human family. They arise out of the com- 
plex differences of race, nationality, religion, economic, 
social and cultural standing. 

Prejudice is not limited to any one race. It is common 
to all. Neither does the color of skin determine more or 
less the extent of prejudice in any particular race. 
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Chapter Seven 


CREATING HATE 

Tlie red propagandists distort the facts concerning racial 
differences for ulterior motives. All the right is not on the 
Negro side. Neither is all wrong. The same holds true with 
regard to the white man^s side. The repository of good or evil 
is not to be found in any particular race. Black men are 
just as good or as bad as white men. Yellow men are just as 
good or as bad as brown or red. It ill behooves anyone to 
speak about the other. 

\(7‘hite men sold white men as slaves. Black men sold 
black men as slaves. Black rulers are no more humane than 
yellow, red or white rulers. Neither are they less brutal. 

The placing of the repository of everything, right and 
just, among the darker races is a dastardly Communist trick 
to use race as a means of grabbing and enslaving the whole 
of humanity. 

Moscow’s Negro tools in the incitement of racial warfare 
place all the ills of the Negro at the door of the white 
leaders of America. Capitalism and imperialism are made 
symbols of oppressive white rule in keeping with instructions 
from the Kremlin. 

To one familiar with red trickery, it is obvious that plac- 
ing the blame for all the Negroes’ ills at the door of the 
white leaders in America is to' remove all responsibility from 
the Negro. This tends to make the Negro: 
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(a) feel sorry, for himself; 

(b) blame others for his failures; 

(c) ignore the countless opportunities around him; 

(d) jealous of the progress of other racial and national 
groups; 

(e) expect the white man to do everything for him; 

(f) look for easy and quick solutions as a substitute for 
the harsh realities of competitive struggle to get ahead. 

The result is a persecution complex — a warped belief 
that the white man’s prejudices, the white man’s system, 
the white man’s government is responsible for everything. 
Such a belief is the way the reds plan it, for the next logical 
step is hate that can be used by the reds to accomplish 
their ends. 

In their campaign against the white leaders in America, 
the reds are careful to point out that this does not apply 
to the white leaders of Russia and their counterparts in 
America. This creates the illusion that the white communists 
are different; that they are the friends and champions of 
the Negroes. This is the same sucker bait the reds used to 
win and use millions of white peoples now under the whip- 
lash of Soviet tyranny. They took the Soviet road to free- 
dom only to find it a snare and a delusion. 

The fact that the reds have never contributed anything 
tangible to the progress of the Negro is overlooked though 
the reds have collected millions of dollars as a result of race 
incitement. 

kike l:he Communist Party, the ‘N.A.A.C.P. has collected 
millions of. dollars through exploitation of .xace issues. The 
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bigger the race issue, the bigger the appeal and the bigger 
the contributions. Last year, according to Roy W^ilkins, 
the N.A.A.C.P. had the ^'greatest financial year in its 
history.” 

Yet one cannot find any report of any of this money 
being spent for factories and shops to provide jobs, land 
and home construction, specialized training for talented 
youth, hospitals, convalescent homes, classes in sanitation 
and personal hygiene, care and upkeep of property, com- 
batting crime and juvenile delinquency, centers to aid 
Negro youth in preparing to meet stiff employment com- 
petition in science and industry. 

It is then no accident that the N.A.A.C.P. is dubbed 
“The National Association for the Agitation of Colored 
People.” The record speaks for itself. Millions for agitation; 
not one cent for those things that win the respect and 
acclaim of other races and national groups. 

The N.A.A.C.P. set up the situation that erupted into 
racial violence at Little Rock, Arkansas. Reds all over the 
world dramatized the racial incidents created in Little 
Rock as examples of how white Americans resort to extremes 
of racial violence to deny Negroes an education. Every 
Communist Party in Asia and Africa, it seems, was alerted 
to “do a job” on America. At the same time here at home, 
they were screaming about the damage to our prestige 
abroad. Any way you look at it, it is a two-way pincer. 
movement against Uncle Sam. 

Therefore, we may readily assume that any damage done 
to our prestige abroad should be at the feet of the N.A.A.C.P. 
and the reds who started the trouble. What is significant 
is that those who spread the lie that violence erupted be- 
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cause Negro diildren are denied an education have not re- 
pudiated it. 

Any confusion or misunderstanding created abroad has 
not been cleared up by the N.A.A.C.P. leadership. At no 
tune have they admitted that no Negro in the United States 
is denied an education. And, too, they have not admitted 
that not every Negro wants an education, for reasons bet- 
ter known to himself. That accounts for many Negroes 
not being able to read or write. Moreover, there are free 
schools open both day and night for all those who want 
an education. 

There are Negro institutions of higher learning and in- 
tegrated ones, based upon geographical lines that make avail- 
able the highest type of training for those Negroes who seek 
1^* There are special scholarships and funds created by white 
philanthropists that enable Negroes to attend the finest uni- 
versities and colleges in the country. What is ironic is that 
most of the Negro leaders responsible for the incitement 
of racial violence have been the recipients of these scholar- 
ships and grants. They possibly would have been cotton 
pickers or bootblacks were it not for this aid. !Because only 
this aid gave them the free time to plot the destruction 
of America. 

One can very well question the sincerity of the reds and 
the N.A.A.C.P. when they try to create the impression 
that America in general and the South in particular is a 
hell hole of despotism where the Negro is concerned. This 
is so since the whole issue boils down to taking Negro chil- 
dren out of one school and transferring them to another 
so that they can be seated with white children on the 
assumption that only in this way will the Negro child get 
an education. 
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What really is\being implied is that the 113,000 Negro 
teachers in South^ri^* schools are inferior, incompetent and 
unable to properly 'iteach the children of their own race. 
Since it is no longer made a qujsstion of better schools, bet- 
ter facilities and equal pay, it is a question of liquidation 
of the Negro school and the Negro teacher under the 
guise of integration. 

Naturally, white parents are going to resist any attempt 
to force them to send their children to school on an inte- 
grated basis when Negro teachers are considered imfit by 
members of their own race. 

Maybe this is the reason why hundreds of Negro teachers 
were fired in the border and Southern states where there 
was token integration.* 

It is also implied that a Negro child is handicapped in 
his studies unless he is sitting beside a white child. Wliat 
could be more nonsensical or ridiculous? It is a sad com- 
mentary on the ability of the Negro child to say that he 
cannot properly study, or that he will develop harmful 
complexes if he does not sit beside a white child. By what 
quirk of reasoning does one conclude that sitting beside a 
white child will help a Negro child make the grade? Ex- 
perience shows that a student’s success is determined by 
how much attention, time and effort he is willing to put 
into his studies. 

In New York, for example, many Negro Junior High 
and High School graduates are outrageously poor in spelling,

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writing, reading and mathematics. Yet they attended inte- 
grated schools. 

Even the report of the Public Education Association in 
195 5 admitted that Southern Negro children moving to 
New York City are on a level two grades higher than those 
in New York City schools. 

^9f^hat is also important to remember is that the late Dr. 
George W. Carver, the outstanding Negro scientist, was 
born of slave parentage. He did not learn to read and write 
until he was twenty. He worked his way through school 
to become one of the world’s greatest scientists. He didn t 
have the opportunities of young Negroes today. Every dif- 
fictilty was a challenge, so he had no time to develop 
complexes. 

The main danger and handicap to the Negro is not the 
Southern school, but the persecution and hate complex 
the N.A.A.C.P. and the reds are trying to create. 


Chapter £ight 


MODERN DAY CARPET BAGGERS 

At the root of all the present racial trouble is interference 
in the internal affairs of Southern States by people not at all 
interested in an amicable settlement of any problems aris- 
ing between Negro and white Americans. 

This interference comes from organizations and individuals 
in the North seeking to use the Negro. Among them are 
found Communists, crypto-communists, fuzzy-headed lib- 
erals, eggheads, pacifists, idealists, civil disobedience advo- 
cates, socialists, do-gooders, conniving politicians, self-seek- 
ers, muddle-headed humanitarians, addle-brained intellec- 
tuals, crackpots and plain meddlers. Like "missionaries,” 
they descend on the South ostensibly to change or alter it 
to benefit the Negro. 

In fact and in implication, all of them seek to by-pass 
the responsible white and Negro leaders in the South to 
effect a solution. They employ a pattern of setting up pro- 
vocative situations which inflame and agitate the white 
populace and then using it as propaganda here and abroad 
against the South in particular and all of America in general. 

White Southerners who oppose these "missionaries” are 
pounced upon and labeled "race baiters”, "reactionaries”, 
"Ku Kluxers”, "white supremacists”, "persons outside the 
law” and so forth. 
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Negro Southerners who oppose these ^missionaries” are 
also attacked and labeled “Uncle Toms”, “traitors of the 
race”, “handkerchief heads”, “white folks niggers” and so 
forth. 

Obviously such name calling is a deliberate attempt on 
the part of these ‘‘missionaries” to scuttle all the progress 
made by the Negro since slavery by creating an atmosphere 
of distrust, fear, and hate. Like a witch stirring her brew the 
“missionaries” stir up all the sectional and racial bitterness 
that arose in the wake of the Civil War and Reconstruction. 
They open old woimds. They thumb the pages of closed 
chapters. They rake over the dying embers of old grudges, 
old grievances, old fears and old hates, that time has been 
gradually consigning to history in the onward sweep of 
a young, lusty, healthy and growing nation. 

Labeling opponents is a specialty of the reds. STnear is a 
cardinal technique. Any label found in the red stockpile, 
you may be sure, is carefully made and selected to draw the 
maximum hate to the person or persons, the group or the 
organization to which it is attached. 

The use of such labels has a tendency to divide America. 
Nothing, in my opinion, would please the aforementioned 
weird assortment of “missionaries” more than a divided 
America unless it is a Soviet America. They are forever pre- 
dicting it at the same time working tirelessly to bring it 
about. 

Moreover, while they talk about “racial strife” in Amer- 
ica as providing grist for Moscow’s propaganda mill they 
are busy creating it. They are careful to hide the fact that 
they are responsible for the provocations of extremists as 
was the case in Little Rock.

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In all red propaganda, here and abroad, such acts of ex- 
tremists are made the s3rmbol of the treatment of the Negro 
in America. It also is the red smear pot in which all opponents 
of a forthwith solution” of the race problem are tossed. 
The fact is that the majority of white Southerners are op- 
posed to extremists. All-white Southern juries have con- 
victed some of them as troublemakers and white Southern 
judges have sentenced some of them to long prison terms. 
This is deliberately ignored or played down by the leftists. 

Mr. James P. Mitchell, Secretary of Labor, reported that 
the Department of Labor in a recent survey found that: 

“Purchasing power of the Negroes was more than $17,- 
000,000,000 and that a third of the N^egro population owned 
their own homes. Negro wage earners, he said, make four 
and a half times what they earned in 1940. 

He listed important gains by Negroes in ownership of 
banks, insurance companies, businesses, civil service employ- 
ment and professional, skilled crafts and clerical and sales 
fields. In education, he said, Negro college enrollnjients have 
increased at a rate six times that of white students, while 
more than 98 per cent of Negroes between the ages of 7 
and 13 are in school.”*^ 

These facts, too, are ignored or played down by the leftist 
“missionaries” and irresponsible crusaders. In political war- 
fare, it seems, a cardinal principle to credit your enemy 
with only that which will hasten the build'-up for h»Q de- 
struction. 

The media of public information is far from free of 
communists and fellow travelers who operate under the guise 


New "York Times, "Wednesday, November 20, 19J7, 
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of liberalism. They are ready at all times to do an eflEective 
smear job. Among these red tools may be found editorial 
writers, columnists, news commentators and analysts, in the 
press, radio and television. They go overboard in giving 
top news coverage to racial incidents, fomented by the 
leftists, and also those incidents that are interpreted so as 
to show **biased’’ attitudes of whites against Negroes. This 
is a propaganda hoax aimed, not at helping the Negro, but 
at casting America in a bad light in order to destroy its 
prestige and influence abroad, thereby aiding Soviet Russia 
in the penetration and conquest of Asia and Africa. 

In the meantime the Negro is the sacrificial lamb ^the 
innocent victim of the widespread racial hate which the 
leftists are creating. The energizing of race hate is an asset 
to the red cause. The more, the merrier, so long as it erupts 
in cross burnings, threats, loss of jobs, refusal of loans, 
boycotts, bombings, fist fights, beatings and shootings. 

Thus all racial progress based upon understanding, good- 
will, friendship and mutual cooperation, built up painfully 
over the years, is wiped out- ^^^liite Americans are set against 
Negro Americans and vice versa. The stage is thus set for 
the opening of a dark and bloody era in Negro and white 
relations. 

Many white Northern politicians objectively aid the rap- 
idly deteriorating racial situation through the exploitation 
of leftist propaganda to garner Negro votes. They care not a 
tinker’s dam about the Southern Negro and simply flatter the 
Northern Negro whom they consider a gullible fool. Getting 
elected and re-elected is their only concern. 

Dishonorable mention should also be given to those white 
individuals and racial groups posing as friends of the N^egro 
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only to use liim as a spearhead to attain certain objectives. 
Xhey constitute in no small way the hnancial sinews of the 
movement. Naturally, they project programs and policies 
on those Negro tools who live off their largesse. Since *'he 
who pays the piper calls the tune,” could anything less 
than full submission be expected by these so-called Negro 
leaders? It does not matter to what extent Negro Americans 
generally feel the brunt of the racial hostility which these 
harmful programs engender, so long as the so-called Negro 
leaders win the approbation of their white masters and the 
money keeps rolling in. 

Significantly, among all the aforementioned groups and 
individuals, there is only one highly organized, trained and 
disciplined force, and that is the Communists. So they are 
able to use, manipulate and combine this weird assortment 
of leftist ‘‘missionaries” in one way or another to bring 
about “a social upheaval which will plow up Southern in- 
stitutions to their roots.” 

Indeed the spectre of the ^^'tnodern Carpet Bagger^* haunts 
the South. Reds, NAACPers, do-gooders and other “mis- 
sionaries follow in the footsteps of those Northerners who 
for narrow, selfish, personal or political reasons meddled 
in the affairs of the South in the period immediately fol- 
lowing the Civil \5^ar. Like their predecessors, these 'tnoderti- 
day Carpet Baggers create only mischief for they have no 
true interest in the South. 

A check of the record of these modern-day Carpet Baggers 
will show that most of them are either Communists or per- 
sons who have been, or are now, associated with the Com- 
munist cause as a fronter, endorser, or fellow traveler. 

Under the circumstances, it becomes the bounden duty 
of every government agency, in the interest of internal 


security, to reveal to the American people the record of 
each individual, regardless of race, creed, religion, position 
or rank, who is involved in incitmg white and Negro Amer- 
icans against each other. 

Naturally, the opponents of the publication of such in- 
formation are going to scream louder than ten thousand 
pigs caught under a fence. Charges of anti-Negro, anti- 
democratic bias will fill the air. **Old man Smear” will have 
a field day. In this way, as in the past, any real investiga- 
tion of Communism or pro-Communism among Negroes 
is headed ofi, defeated or driven into a blind alley. Color 
and race thus becomes a sanctuary. On the one hand, patriotic 
and honest politicians and officials do not dare invade it crit- 
ically without dire consequences to their personal reputa- 
tions. On the other hand, this same "'sanctuary” becomes 
the playground, not only of the reds, but of hypocrites, 
demagogues, bigots, self-seekers, opportunists, conniving 
politicians and other dregs of human society. 

Too few Americans in our day have the courage of their 
convictions. Too few will fly in the face of leftist opposi- 
tion. Too few will stand up for truth in the face of the 
ominous and destructive storm of "me-tooism” or the com- 
ixiunist ideological regimentation that hangs like a pall over 
our country. Many take the attitude that it is better to be 
safe than sorry or conclude, after a little difficulty or sev- 
eral reverses, that "if you can’t beat ’em, join em. The words 
Gody country and posterity have lost much of their sub- 
stance and are becoming only a shadow in the hearts and 
minds of many Americans. 

Great Negro Americans such as Booker T. ^{^ashington 
and George Washington Carver should serve both as an in- 
spiration and a reminder to the present and successive gen- 


erations of Negro Americans that they too "can make their 
lives sublime and in departing leave behind them footprints 
in the sands of time.” 

The great surge of progress of - the Negro since slavery 
can be largely traced to the work and efforts of these two 
men, their supporters, their emulators and their followers. 
Theirs was a deep and abiding pride of race, a firm belief 
in the ability of their benighted people to rise above their 
past and eventually stand on an equal plane with all other 
races. Moreover, equality was to them, not just a catch- 
word — the prattle of fools — but a living thing to be 
achieved only by demonstrated ability. 


Chapter Nine 


RACE PRIDE IS PASSE 


The Negro business man has always been a chief target 
of the reds. They despise him because of his conservatism. 
They label him ”a tool of the white imperialists” and an 
''enemy of the Negro masses.” Such labels are reserved for 
those the reds plan to liquidate and since the Negro business 
man is an inspiration and example to other Negroes to take 
advantage of the countless opportunities of the free enter- 
prise system, he is therefore an object of derision by Com- 
munists. An enthusiastic response of the Negro to the appeal 
and opportunities for Negro business is a cardinal bul- 
wark against Communism. Consequently, the reds seek to 
discredit, discourage and liquidate Negro business. 

Only during the period of the 'Popular Front did the reds 
cease their attack on Negro business in order to link the 
Negro banker, broker, realtor, business man, merchant, 
lawyer, physician, preacher, worker and farmer with Bol- 
shevism under the guise of a National Negro Congress* 

Basically, the reds’ policy is now, and always has been, 
anti-Negro business. The fact that Negro business is sus- 
tained in the main by Negro patronage, that it exists almost 
entirely in the Negro community, makes it vulnerable to 
attack by the reds. They term it a product of "segregation,” 
"social isolation,” "the ghetto,” etc. And, too, the reds use 
the example of sharp competition between small and big 
business to discourage Negro entry into the general arena. 
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W^hile it is true that Negro businesses in only a few in- 
stances fimction outside the Negro community, this does- 
not mean that they cannot function in other areas if the- 
Negro provides attractive goods and services. But what is- 
wrong with the Negro owning and operating community 
business? The Germans, the Italians, the Irish, the Jews, 
the Chinese have their respective communities where they 
own and operate most of the businesses. At no time do they 
consider it as a crime. Chinatown in New York and San 
JFrancisco are splendid examples of the community re- 
sourcefulness and pride that draw, like a magnet, multitudes 
from all walks of life. The Negro can learn much from the 
Chinese. 

I recently attended a luncheon at the Hotel New Yorker 
in New York City, sponsored by a very fine and cultured 
group of Negro ladies. W^e were served in a private dining 
room by white waiters and waitresses. There was not a white 
person present except the hotel employees, yet these Negroes 
considered this integration. Any one of a number of Negro 
caterers could have supplied the same service. "W^hat is more 
important is that large sums paid to this hotel could have 
helped develop and expand a Negro catering service. Other 
races have such services which are not considered "inte- 
grated.^’ Yet the Negro bitten by the integration bug is so 
naive that he thinks that boycotting his own race and 
spending his money in a place where he is unwanted and 
isolated is "putting his own best foot forward.” One of 
the officers of the group said, "It’s good to be seen in such 
places,” as if some special honor had been conferred upon 
her. She was so carried away with the fact that she could 
walk through the lobby of a white hotel to a private (segre- 
gated) dining room that had I suggested that it did not 
mean acceptance, I would have made an enemy. 
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"Other members waxed eloquent in their praise of those 
responsible for the decision to hold **our annual luncheon*’ 
in ^*white hotels” because it "leads toward integration.” How 
I’ll never understand. Nobody paid any attention to our 
coming. They had seen Negroes before. We were not too ; 

hard to be seen nor identified. We left the same way. There 1 ; 

was no welcome mat; no enthusiastic reception. To me it 
seemed that the employees and management were glad to 
get rid of us. 

The disastrous effect of "integration,” so ardently advo- 
cated by the reds and the N.A.A.C.P. is evident in the fol- 
lowing article : 

"NEGRO BUSINESSMEN DISTURBED! 

"Negro businessmen, such as hotel owners, tavern 
operators and sellers of cooked food, are up in the air 
in some cities because Negro money is bypassing their 
cash registers and falling into the pockets of white pro- ^ 

prietors who run choice spots in downtown areas. 

"This is especially true in the convention cities of 
Detroit and Miami. Detroit businessmen on the Negro 
side raised quite a howl a few months back when an all- 
Negro female conclave hit town and none of the dele- 
gates as much as looked through the doors of Negro- 
operated businesses. They slept in white-owned hotels, 
convened in white convention rooms, ate in white 
dining rooms, drank at white bars, and danced in white \ 

ballrooms. 

‘‘Owners and operators of Negro businesses in Miami, 

Fla., were quite angry last year after the African Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church General Conference packed up 
and got out of town. They claimed AME delegates, i 

and there were hundreds of them, spent their money 
with white hotels on Miami Beach and even took their 
meals in Miami Beach restaurants. Negro taxicab drivers ■ 

were pretty hot, too. i

too far back, Negro cab drivers chased a white 
cab driver out of Miami’s Negro area because he was 
riding a Negro passenger. 

"Somebody down in Miami must have talked to offi- 
cials of the Church of God in Christ before they held 
their International Youth Conference there last week, 
because the conference was held in a Negro church, 
delegates lived in Negro hotels, ate in colored dining 
rooms, and held their banquets in big rooms made avail- 
able by Negro hotels. They even held an open air festi- 
val at the all-Negro Virginia Beach just out of Miami.’”*'’ 

Betrayal of the Negro people may well come through 
Communist corruption of the Negro intellectual. This is 
not so difficult since the Communists, the “white liberals” 
and the “white progressives” do the thinking for most 
of them.' 

The utter bankruptcy of the Negro intelligentsia is star- 
tlingly evident by reason of the absence of any strong and 
dramatic movement for genuine Negro organization, lead- 
ership and thinking. Deep in the swamp of inferiority, lack 
of ability, muddled thought, the Negro intelligentisia looks 
to the phoney white liberals, politicians and progressive hypo- 
crites for leadership, guidance and money. These “whites” 
are carriers of **isms” other than Americanism which spreads 
like an epidemic in the ranks of the hapless Negro intellec- 
tuals. Due to the lack of race pride, there is no immunity.

WISDOM NEEDED 


All Other racial and national groups have their respective 
organizations. No Negro belongs to any of these organiza- 
tions, nor is his membership sought or welcome. Moreover, 
no Negro is called upon to decide what is best for any one 
of these groups. What is most important is that no one of 
these groups considers itself “segregated’* because no Negro 
belongs, is invited, nor has his opinion sought. Yet the 
Negro intellectual contends that to get together as Negroes, 
to discuss common problems as Negroes, to decide what is 
best for Negroes, without white participation, is “segrega- 
tion,” 

Such an attitude speaks for itself. It is a hangover from 
slavery when the Negro had to depend on the master for 
everything necessary for his well being. At the same time, 
it proves that no “Proclamation of Emancipation” is capable 
of freeing those who do not wish to be free. The Negro 
intelligentsia, by far and large, is physically free but men- 
tally slave. After nearly a century removed from chattel 
slavery, they are unwilling and incapable of throwing off 
their slave psychology. Reds and political charlatans of all 
shades, aware of this fact, find the Negro intellectual easy 
prey. 

Fundamentally, there is deep racial consciousness among 
Negro Americans. They have, inspite of the divisive in- 
fluence of the Negro intellectual, the same instinctive urge 
to group together as have other racial and national groups. 
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They desire progress through the medium of education, re- 
liability, know-how and productivity, all so essential in 
competitive society. They know that to hold a comparable 
job they must be just as good and in most instances better, 
though a number of Negro intellectuals try to convince 
them that the cry of discrimination is a good substitute. 

Furthermore, they know that a number of Negroes de- 
veloped skills during the war, but that the great majority 
are not highly skilled or trained to fit into industry during 
this atomic age. (Thanks to W, E. B. DuBois and Monroe 
Trotter for their indefatigable toil to defeat the industrial 
training program of Booker T. W^ashington which would 
have made the Negro an indispensable part of American 
industry.) 

Booker T. Washington’s philosophy of education was to 
prepare the majority of Negroes through vocational train- 
to play a vital role in the rapidly developing American 
economy before and after the turn of the century. He un- 
doubtedly foresaw the process of industrialization, the en- 
suing demand for trained, qualified personnel, i.e., skilled 
tradesmen who could be relied upon to do a job efficiently 
and well. Such training would enable the Negro to main- 
tain his favored position, after slavery, and place him in a 
better competitive position against immigrants in the labor 
market. He stressed pride of race, home ownership, land 
ownership along with industrial and agricultural training. 

Leftists, DuBois and Monroe Trotter bitterly assailed this 
philosophy. Consequently, most Negro youths avoided the 
skilled trades as **menial.” According to Mr. Carter G. 
Woodson, the vacuum was filled by white immigrant labor. 

Many Negroes realize that DuBois was wrong then, as 
he is today, in his attempt to steer them down the road to 
Communism. Further, the average Negro realizes that his 
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happiness and well-being are not served to him on a silver 
platter, but come as a result of hard and difficult struggle. 
He therefore seeks (1) practical solutions to all his prob- 
lems, and (2) a way to get along with other Americans with 
the least possible friction. Sagely, he realizes that a man 
cannot live constantly in the miasmic fog of race hostility 
without stifling to death, nor can he live fighting all other 
Americans all the time. 

On the other hand, the vociferous Negro intellectuals, 
along with the reds, through their impractical, unrealistic, 
alien behavior, turn race relations into a shambles. Every 
Negro who opposes integration and the N.A.A.C.P. be- 
comes a traitor or an *'Uncle Tom.” Every white person 
taking a similar stand is branded a ‘‘criminal” and “outside 
of the law.” The fact that courts have been known to 
reverse themselves and that under our system of govern- 
ment every American has the right to protest and oppose 
any ruling considered onerous or prejudicial is ignored. Stu- 
pidly, they go about their business of forcing everybody 
to conform or be damned, thus building up fires of resent- 
ment that will require the work of centuries to extinguish. 

Already, under the guise of “struggling for Negro rights,’ 
they have created all the explosive material for racial vio- 
lence by making impossible demands, resisting sane and just 
decisions, opposing compromise and adjustment and de- 
manding that everything must be done forthwith or not 
at all. 

They have no love for their own people. They have no 
love for America. Naturally, they get the Kremlin s support 
and approval. Feeling frustrated and inferior, they run to 
communism and civil disobedience in their folly. They play 
Moscow’s game and they deserve whatever red reward that 
is due them.

It is only when this supremacy and privilege are dissolved and when it is no 
longer within the power of the privileged property-holding class to determine the 
institutional life and habits of the modem state, that there can be hope for the 
development of an international order and community which will promise the sub- 
ject peoples of the world genuine relief from the heavy colonial burdens of imperialist 
domination. 


Race issues appear but tend to merge into class issues. Throughout ^ the world 
the issue between working and owning classes is sharpening. The titanic conflicts 
of the future will be the product of the uncompromising struggles between those 
who have and those who have not. These conflicts now wage within all groups, 
racial and national. Insofar as the great masses of the black and yellow races are 
concerned, the status of economic and political inferiority which they have been 
compelled to accept results in their automatic identification with the working and 
“have not” classes of the society. They arc now beginning to * understand the true 
nature of the issues confronting them. Moreover, they will eventually appreciate 
the great possibilities in their numerical strength as a weapon in their struggle 
for justice. Their organized and directed support of the working class of the domi- 
nant' populations of the v^orld will bring an unchallengeable power to this class. 

And so class will some day supplant race in world affairs. Race war then will 
be merely a side-show to the gigantic class war which will be waged in the big tent 
we call the world.*^ -

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The Chairman. Have you held any appointive offices? 

Mr. Cobb. I have. 

The Chairman. W^ill you please enumerate them? 

Mr. Cobb. I was designated by the late President Theodore 
Roosevelt as Special Assistant to the Attorney General, as- 
signed to the United States Attorney’s Office of the District 
of Columbia, and I served under Attorneys General Bona- 
parte, Wickersham, Mr. Justice McReynolds, and Attorney 
General Gregory. 

The Chairman. Are you acquainted with Mordecai W. 
Johnson, now president of Howard University, Washington, 

D. C.? 

Mr. Cobb. I am. 

The Chairman. Do you know what is the attitude of 
Mordecai W. Johnson, president of Howard University, to- 
ward communism? 

Mr. Cobb. I do, both from hearing him personally and 
from reading his published utterances. 

The Chairman. Are you prepared to submit proof to the 
Committee on Un-American Activities of the fact that Mor- 
decai W . Johnson, president of Howard University, has pub- 
licly advocated the doctrines of communism? 

Mr. Cobb. I am. I think that the evidence which I will 
offer to the committee, which consists of an investigation 
conducted by the Acting Secretary of the Interior, with 
respect to alleged communistic activities at Howard Uni- 
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versity in ^Jf^asliington, D. C,, together with certain news- 
paper clippings reporting his addresses, and in addition the 
fact that I heard some of these statements made, in my 
opinion, will be sufficient to satisfy this committee that Mor- 
decai W. Johnson, president of Howard University, has 
publicly advocated the doctrines of communism. 

It has been shown by a governmental investigation that 
Mordecai W. Johnson and other officers of Howard Uni- 
versity have misappropriated funds which were furnished 
to the university and that Howard University was required 
to pay back, from its endowment, over 40 thousand dollars 
to the Government of the United States. 

From these facts I am convinced that when an institution 
is the recipient of over $600,000 annually of the taxpayers’ 
money, and the head of that institution is endeavoring, 
through the advocacy of communism, to destroy the very 
Government whose largess he is receiving, that the president 
of that institution should be separated from his high office. 

By virtue of the position of Ur. Johnson, as president of 
Howard University, he occupies an office of such preemi- 
nence that he is able to influence and mold the thoughts 
and political views of the future leaders of the colored race. 
Since Howard University is an institution, largely supported 
and maintained by the Federal Government, this is not a 
private affair, but is or should be a matter of national in- 
terest. 

I love this country of ours. I think that I am a patriot. 
I have been honored by my people as its representative in 
public office. I am deeply grateful for the honors bestowed 
upon me as the representative of my people. It is solely with 
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the thought of guarding and protecting their well being and 
the security of the United States that I appear before your 
committee to protest the communistic teachings of Dr. 
Mordecai 'W. Johnson, as president of Howard University.’*'" 

APPENDIX B 

Professor Kelly Miller^ another patriotic Negro American^ and 
former Dean of the College of Arts and Sciences, Howard Uni- 
versity, was so alarmed at red activities at the University that, in 
order to alert America, he gave the following sworn affidavit'.

On this 27th day of June 1935 personally appeared be- 
fore me, a notary public in the District of Columbia, Kelly 
Miller, of Washington, D. C., who, being first duly sworn, 
deposes and says: 

That he is a graduate of Howard University and has been 
a professor and dean of the college at Howard University 
for 45 years, and at present is dean emeritus of said university. 

That a conference on the economic condition of the Negro 
was held in Douglass Hall, Howard University, May 18, 19, 
20, 1935. That he attended every session of this conference, 
and from the tenor of the opening he judged that the trend 
of the conference would be radical, leaning in the direction 
of communism, and he, therefore queried the presiding ojOScer 
as to whether it would be the purpose of the conference to 
keep the discussion within the framework of the Christian 
religion, democratic institutions, and the Constitution of the

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United States. He was informed that there was no such 
intention. 


Deponent further avers that President Mordecai W. John- 
son, of Howard University, was present at the time he made 
this query and had nothing to say. 

That at the session on Sunday afternoon, May 19, the 
conference was addressed by Mr. W. B. Dubois and Pro- 
fessor Dorsey and Harris, of the university faculty; and 
that James 'W, Ford, vice presidential candidate on the Com- 
munist ticket during the last Presidential election, asked 
permission to speak, and that he announced the well-known 
principle of communism to bring about revolution by force. 
Professors Harris and Dorsey urged that the Negro should 
join with the forces of labor to bring about his salvation. 

Deponent further avers that thereupon he arose and 
stated that the only components of the labor forces that 
are willing and ready to unite with the Negro are those of 
radical or communistic leanings, and that it would be suicidal 
foi^ the Negro to ally himself with any force intent upon 
upsetting the Constitution and promoting revolution. In 
reply to these remarks two speakers passionately urged rev- 
olution through bloodshed, and one of them stated in vehe- 
ment tones that without shedding blood, there could be no 
remission of sin. Mr. "Waldron, W^ashington correspondent 
of the Daily 'Worker, a communistic organ, stated not only 
once, but twice: **The revolution is coming notwithstand- 
ing the F. D. Roosevelts and the Kelly Millers.’* 

President Johnson presided at this session and heard the 
discussion, but made no comments of any kind or character. 

At the closing session on Monday afternoon, which was 
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devoted to remedies for the Negro’s economic condition, 
the listed speakers were Norman Thomas, candidate for the 
Presidency on the Socialistic ticket; James Ford, and -a 
Mr. McKinney, representative of the American Labor Party, 
which is perhaps the most radical of them all. tiis name was 
inserted in the original program. Fach of these speakers 
gave the remedies proposed by his party, all of which sug- 
gestions were revolution, with and without the use of force. 
There was no speaker listed to represent the New Deal or the 
existing democratic order; 


Deppnent avers tha^ he arose and stated that this seemed, 
to be an unfair and one-sided arrangement; since only radi- 
cals were asked to give remedies and left no place for the 
conservatives and New Dealers. He was informed by the 
presiding officer that several such representatives had ap- 
peared -on the program during- the session and he deemed 
this sufficient to represent their point of view. 

Deponent left the sessions with the feeling that the whole 
purpose and trend of the conference was to discredit exist- 
ing institutions in favor of radicalism or some form of rev- 
olution.

The U. S. Department of Labor made an investigation of red 
activities at Howard University. Mr. Lawrence A. Oxley, Labor 
Department investigator submitted the following “Memorandum 
on the national conference, which he attended at Howard Uni' 
versity, in connection with the formation of the red National 
Negro Congress. Note the fact that Ralph Bunche was listed as 
one of the hey left wingers leading that conference. Bunche 
was an associate professor of political science at the time. 


On June 26, 1935, a memorandum was prepared by 
Lawrence A. Oxley, of the United States Department of 
Labor, Bureau of Labor Statistics, which is found on page 
54 of Senate Document No. 217, Seventy- fourth Congress, 
second session, which reads .as follows: 


United States Department of Labor, 

Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
'Washington, July 26, 1935. 

Memorandum to Mr. Humphrey: 

(Mr. Humphrey was the Government agent who was 
making an investigation at that time of the communistic 
activities at Howard University.) 

It is my confirmed opinion that the national conference 
held at Howard University May 18, 19, and 20, under the 
auspices of the joint committee on national recovery and 
the social-science division of Howard University — shaving 
as its theme The Position of the Negro in our National 
Economic Crisis — ^was distinctly communistic in character. 

The opinion offered in this statement is based on my per- 
sonal attendance and observations of every session of the 
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conference, beginning May 18 at 9:30 a.m., and closing 
May 20 at about 6 p.m. 

With perhaps three or four exceptions, each speaker and 
discussant on the program seemed to be concerned first with 
making an attack on not only the present administration 
but American ideals and institutions. I believe that the last 
session of the conference is indicative of the trend and pur- 
pose of calling this meeting. Following the 3 days of speak- 
ing, discussions, and conferences, there seemed to be but 
**three ways out for the Negro. 1. The answer of the So- 
cialist Party; 2. The answer of the Communist Party; 3. The 
answer of the American Labor Party”; Mr. McKinney. 

With the exception of Mr. T. Burham King, the critical 
summaries of the conference were made by Mr. Reginald 
Johnson, Dr. Ralph Bimche, Mr. John P. Davis, and Mr. 
Emmett Dorsey. I believe that answers to the question, 
**What was the purpose of the conference?” are very well 
stated by a close study of the^ activities, utterances, and 
writings of the persons who made the critical summaries 
of the conference. 

During the course of the last session. May 20, I heard Mr. 
Ford and Mr. Dorsey advocate the overthrow of the Amer- 
ican Government, if necessary, to secure the objectives of 
the program sponsored by the conference.

versity** Ostensibly called to consider the plight of the Negro 
under the New Deal** the conference actually served as a cover 
for the Kremlin*s biggest and boldest operation among Negroes 
in America. 


Consistent with the “new** Moscow line known as the “popular 
front/* first tried and successfully developed in France, the Com- 
munist International ordered all of its sections to apply it in their 
respective countries. This netv line based as it was on the strategy 
of the Trojan Horse was aimed at broadening and extending the 
base and influence of communism through infiltration and eventual 
capture of non-communist organizations. 

This writer sat in on meetings of the National Committee, the 
Politburo and also the Negro Commission of the Communist Party 
in 1934< and 35 when the^ new line was discussed in relation to 
the Negro. The chief topic was how to bring the NAACP, Urban 
League, Elks, women*s groups, youth, religious and labor organi- 
zations into a deceptive “democratic fronts to advance the cause 
of communism among large, influential and decisive segments 
of the Negro people. Out of these discussions came the recommen- 
dations on how best to carry out Moscow s order to build a Na- 
tional Negro Congress in America. 


Howard University was selected as one of the initiators and the 
site of the conference for two reasons, 

1. The reds had successfully won over not only the president 
but influential members of the faculty. 

2. The prestige of the University^ situated as it^ is in TPash- 
ington would give the launching of the project respecta- 
bility and import. 

The executive head of the Joint Committee on National Recov- 
ery was John P. Davis, a red, who was later elected to the National 
Committee of the Communist Party. He was little known, at the 
time, except in top circles as a member of the Communist Party. 
It was for this reason he was brought into the picture along with 
the organization he headed. When the Negro Congress was formed 
in 1936 in Chicago, John P. Davis was elected National Secretary. 
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The folloiving quotations taken from official communist and 
leftist sources substantiate much of this toriter*s own experience 
and knowledge. 


Two months before the May, 1935 meeting in Uotoard University 
was held to mobilize communist infiltration into masses of Negroes, 
the Central Committee of the Communist Party of the U,S.A. de- 
clared to all of its members in a special communiquei 


*'In connection with the question of the united front on 
the ISTegro question — ^if we work properly now and see 
that we must penetrate these organizations, there is the pos- 
sibility of building up a National Negro Congress on a broad 
united front basis. ^57e had a disciission about this conference 
in the N. Y. District in which we discussed the Negro ques- 
tion, and the possibility of a National Negro Congress. If 
we make the proper orientation, we will be able to build the 
biggest Congress of Negro people ever held. It means patient 
work in Negro organizations.”*^ 

The May, T9 3 5 conference in Howard University was 
acknowledged by the communist high-command as a start- 
ing point for the National Negro Congress. Ralph Bunche, 
now a high oflScial in the U.N., was given credit for being 
one of the chief organizers of this communist instrument 
to subvert American Negroes. In fact, in 1940 Bunche wrote 
a study for the Carnegie Foundation boasting of the part 
he played in initiating the National Negro Congress and 
stated that the Congress grew out of meetings in his own 
home and conferences in Howard. University in 193 5.**'**' 
Official communist sources had the following to say about the 
birth of" the National Negro Congress: 

'Tt may be remembered that the National Negro Con- 
gress was proposed last May at a national confeirence held in 
Washington. ' ’ ' ' 
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"There were other speakers who made valuable contribu- 
tions on the plight of the Negro at the May Conference 
at Washington. Space will not permit us to quote from all 
of them. Among these were; Dr. Ralph J. Bunche, of How- 
ard University; Lester • Granger, of the Workers Council of 
the National Urban League; A. W. McPherson, of the Steel 
and Metal W^orkers Union; John McKinney, of the Southern 
Tenant Farmers* Union; Olive M. Stone, of the North 
Carolina Institute of Social Science.****” 

The development of the National Negro Congress as the 
instrument of swinging thousands of Negroes behind Soviet 
Russia was openly admitted to be a purely communist op- 
eration by the communists themselves as demonstrated by 
the following declaration: 

"It is equally beyond dispute that the pioneering and trail- 
blazing work of the Communists has played a great part in 
opening the road towards the now developing broad people*s 
movement. Our Party as a whole can justly take pride — 
not to rest in self satisfaction — ^in the role it played and is 
playing in awakening the Negro people, in helping to or- 
ganize them, in bringing forth such Negro leaders as Ford 
and Herndon, and in promoting that united and people’s 
front for Negro rights which resulted in the creation of the 
National Negro Congress.** **■**” **■**■

In the past six weeks, he has appeared on a local 
television program in Cincinnati known as ’’Impact. ” This is a program 
dealing with topics of a timely interest and is hancEed by a very good interviewer. 
Lowman has discussed communism and the religious and racial situation. He 
has been contacted to appear again this coming Friday night, November 28, 1958, 
and he has told the station that he thinksihe most timely question at the 
moment is the smear campaign being mounted against the Bureau, He stated 
that the station, which is WCPO-TV, is delighted to have him appear on this 
matter.

' agency in Cincinnati, Ohio. He closed his business some years ago to devote 
his full time to the Circuit Riders. The Circuit Riders is an organization made 
up of laymen in the Methodist church who^e objective is to combat communism 
in the Methodist church. Lowman contacted Mr. Nicholff in 1953 and from 
then on was. in frequent contact with, him. He. furnished us, voluminous- material 
which he thought would be. of interest to the Burem concerning communism. 

. We have had considerable cordial correspondence with Lowman. 

In a memorandum dated July 10, 1953, Mr, Nichols pointed 
out that Lowman’ s organization had been primarily responsible for developing 
the witnesses, in the presentation of information before the House Committee 
on Un-iAmerican Activities in Executive Session in New York on the subject 
of communist infiltration into religion. During the controversy we had in 
195,3 with Congressman Scherer of Ohio, Lowman caUed on Mr, Nichols, and 
pleaded in behalf of Schersr in this matter. ’ C 


In 1953, Lowman’ s organization. put out a publication entitled,

As of February, 1957, Lowman was helping the State 
Investigating Committee in Louisiana launch an investigation on the 
subversion among Negroes, hi February, 1957, we forwarded him an 
additional 2000 copies of the Director's communist article identified above. 

In 1957, Lowman was. doing considerable work in the 
South, the exact nature of which was not known to the Bureau. During 
1957, Lowman, forwarded to Mr. Nichols numerous, papers of Paul Crouch 
which he had received from Crouch’s widow as. he claimed he had power 
of attorney for her. He turned these papers over to Mr. Nichols for 
review, and they were returned to him. 



In January, 1958, Lowinan contacted the Miarhi Office 
and was given public information concerning the Communist Party in 
the Miami Division at his reg^uest. The Director’s statement concerning 
the National Association for the Advancement of Color ed People (NAACP) 
was furnished to Lowman in January, 1958. 

The Little Rock Office was furnished background re 
Lowman who advised that he would participate in hearings of an Arkansas 
State Legislative Committee re NAACP. The SAC, Little Rock, advised in 
September, 1958, that the Arkansas State Attorney General desired 
information re Lowman. He was told that the Bureau has neyer investigated 
Lowman, and, cojisequently, we could not be of any assistance.

WASHINGTON, Ango 17 ”=> Dr. G, Bromley Oxnam, president of DePauw University, 
Greencastle, Ind., was a recent visitor to Soviet Russia to .attend a five=day 
conference of lectures and discussions led fcy Soviet officials, according to 
Dr. Frederick W. Roman, fomder and director of the ’’Parliament of Men,” a 
pro-Soviet organization dfi'Los , Angeles, Caio 

Dr. Roman stated in a letter from Ifoscow to Community Forums throughouti this 
country,, under date of duly 1, that Dr. oinam would arrive in Moscbw as a 
memher of a party conducted by Sherwood Eddy, Socialist. 

Ed<^ is a former Y.M.C.A. leader, who last fall announced his withdrawal from 
official X activity to engage' in campaign work as a Socialist leader. He 
delivered a series of lectures at DpPauw University. 

He is on close terms with Soviet leaders and has conducted a number of ex= 
oursions to Soviet 'Russia, on which he was once before accompanied by President 
Oxnam. Other members of the Eddy party are reported to include Senator 
Hendric Shipstead,. Minnesota, an advocate of Soviet recognition. Dr. John 
Hayne Holmes, well known radical clergyman, and othei^ identified with the 
liberal and radical mov'eraent. ■ 

The ^ePauw president’s visit to Russia this itime may come as a surprise

Beale concludes that, "Dxiring the critical years, 1940 
to 1946, when the communists exerted every effort to secure 
Government employment the record of the CSC to protect the Federal 
service from such an invasion is a^lendid illustration of its lack 
of qualification, ineptness, indifference, incuriousness, or whatever 
you may call it.” He placed part of the blame for such communist 
infiltration on the fact that CSC delegated some of its authority 
in making appointments to certain agencies and refers specifically 
to the resulting infiltration in the National Labor Relations Board, 
the Office of War Information and Office of Price Administration. 

It is Beale's opinion that since Mr. Flemming was the most active 
of the three CSC Commissioners and oftentimes the official spokesman 
for the Commission he, more than any other member of the CSC, must 
accept the responsibility for the success the co mmu nists made in 
infiltrating the Government .

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One of the iaa;}or drives of the Communist propaganda 
apparatus is recent years has been to enlist the scientists of 
the United States in a fear-mongering campaign on the sub;Ject of 
radioactive fall-out. 

On January 13, 1958, Professor Linus C. Pauling, Nobel Prize 
Ifinner in chemisti*y from the California Institute of Technology, 
presented a petition, bearing the names of 9235 scientists, to 
United Nations Secretary General Dag Hammarskjold, calling for an 
immediate cessation of nuclear bomb tests. 

On this list of petition signers, submitted by Professor 
Pauling, the names of scientists from 43 countries on both, sides 
of the Iron Curtain were included. Among the signers, 2?49 were 
from Romania (topping the list), 2705 from the United States, 

1141 from Japan, 304 from the United Kingdom, and 216 from the 
Soviet Academy of Sciences. 

According to public records. Professor Pauling has had 
affiliations with at least 44 different projects or enterprises 
of the propaganda apparatus.

The Christm Cetttury, quoted above, said, "There 
is a dash between those two things, Fundamentalism 
and Modernism, as profound and grim as between 
Christianity and Confucianism."

How can any compromise be effected between 
those two things? How can "amiable words” hide 
their differences? How can those two worlds be 
bound together? Can believers be yoked with un- 
beiievers? Can righteousness have fellowship with 
unrighteousness? Can light have communion with 
darkness? Can Christ have concord with Belial? 
Can he that believeth have part with the infidel? 
What folly! 

Wrong Thinking Makes Wrong Living 

Did our correspondent really mean it when she said 
that most of the audience of that young minister 
"didn’t know" the difference between tliese things? 

How could they be really alive in Christ Jesus 
and not know the dhffetence? Hdw could they read 
their Bibles and not know it? How could their minds 
be open to what is going on in the world and in the 
church and not know it? 

There were some of them who knew it we doubt 
not, and they must have grieved when that young 
minister departed from them. If we were to publish 
the name of our correspondent and the name of her 
town, she, as well as we, would heat from some of 
those people before long. 

To say that the daily life work of such people 
was not concerned in this matter is a statement with 
which they would take issue decidedly. One’s "daily 
life work" is greatly concerned in this matter, and 
for the reason that new ethics and a new code of 
morals accompany the new theology called Modernism. 

The ethics of Fundamentalism is based in the 
Bible whose inspiration and absolute authority Mod- 
ernism rejects, while the ethics of Modernism is 
based on human instinct.

A FRIEND in Nebraska writes us a compliment- . 
ary letter, but adds: . i 

"I would like to see one element of your work 
ch^ged.

The writer then instances a "fine young minister 
from the Moody Institute" who was in her town for 
two yean., "who was often quoting articles and mak- 
ing statements against the modernists. Doubtless 
most of his people didn't know the difference, and 
if they did, their daily life work was not concerned 
in the matter." 

What The Commencement Speaker Said 
The writer continues: 

"Who ate we common people to dare to go against 
the wisdom of the world as found in out centers of 
research and learning? Our commencement speaker 
this year voiced the supreme religious problem of 
today. He said we need people who effect a com- 
promise between the fundamentalists and the modern- 
ists. Let the spirit of bve and tolerance rule. It is 
only the human mind that desires to create contro- 
versies. Let each figure out his ideas of the past 
as best he can from his own study. We can agree 
on essentials which are plain enough for the way- 
farer to see and grasp.” 

The lady concludes her letter by saying it was 
written "in love and wonder,” and that she would 
be glad to see it and our answer in print, if we 
thought best. 

We do think best. 

It took us some time to reach the decision, but 
we finally concluded that the cotrespondent's ideas 
were typical, and that in trying to help her we mig.ht 
be helping some other people who feel as she does. 

We begin at the point where she says: "I am for 
the old-time religion and the new religion, too.

, ' Modernism Speaks For Itself 

The exponent we speak of is the Christum Ceniurj, 
published in Chicago. In an editorial of January 
3, 1924, it says: 

Christmitj mriins to Funimentalism is one 
reliim. Christmitj accorims to Moimism is 
another religion. Which is the true religion^ is the 
question that is to be settled in all prohaUlitq bj 
our generatm for further generations. 

There is a dash here as profound and as grim as 
between Christianity and Confucianism. Amiable 
words cannot hide the di§erences. "Blest be^ the tie" 
may be sung till doomsday but it cannot bind these 
worlds together. 

The God of the fundamentalist is one God; the 
God of the modernist is another. The Christ of the 
fundamentalist is one Christ; the Christ of Modern- 
ism is another. The Bible of Funiarnentdism is one 
Bible; the Bible of Modernism is another. The church, 
the kingdom, the salvation, the consummation of all 
things— these are one thing to fundamentalists and 
another thing to modernists. 

Which God is the Christian God, which Christ is 
the Christian Christ, which Bible is the Christian 
Bible, which church, which kingdom, which salvation, 
which consummation are the Christian church, the 
Christian kingdom, the Christian salvation, the Chris- 
tian consummation? The future will tell. 

In the light of the foregoing does our correspondent 
still think that Modernism does not differ materially 
from Fundamentalism? 

Is she still "for the old religion and the new 
religion too”? 

Is she trying to serve truth and error at the same 
time? 

Which is her God, her Christ, her Bible, her 
church? 

Is it the God, the Christ, the Bible, the church 
of Fundamentalism or Modernism? 

Must she not choose between them? 

Which shall it be? 

And how about that young minister in her town 
who was making statements against the modernists? 

Ought he not to have been making those state- 
ments? 

Was he not there for the defense of the gospel 
and is not Modernism a revolt against the gospel? 

He may have been over-zealous sometimes, and 
not as judicious as an older man would be. But it 
looks as though he were a valiant soldier of the Cross 
nevertheless, and should we not ask God to bless 
him whoever he is and wherever he has gone?

719 of tine officers whose names appear on the 

rolls of The National Council of Churches 

Federal Council of Churches, have records of 
Communist affiliation. The names of many of 
these persons have appeared more than lOO times 
each in public support of pro-Communist or Com- 
rriunist projects, fronts and publications. 

A.n even 50 of the names on the December, 
1957 list of secretaries of local and state Councils 
of Churches affiliated with The National Council 
of Churches have public records of supporting pro- 
Communist projects, fronts and publications. 

Until 1950 The National Council of Churches 
was known as Federal Council of Churches. Cri- 
ticism of the socialistic, pro-Communistic, collec-

. . . a similar reputation has been earned under 

the new name. 

Ownership-control of the copyright title to the 
Revised Standard Veirsion of the Bible by The 
National Council of Churches, has reportedly pro- 
vided a fabulous royalty income to The National 
Council of Churches. This income makes the 
small management and leadership group free and 
independent of millions of Protestants in the local 
churches, w^ho would not support a national and 
international political-economic emphasis in any 
association of churches. The conduct of a small 
leadership group which claims to speak for Pro- 
testantism has become repugnant and offensive to 
a vast number of Christian laymen and ministers.

' REVISED STAISTDARD VERSION 
OF THE BIBLE 

NATIONAL COUNCIL OF CHURCHES 

I In a brochure issued by the National Council 

of Churches^, the story of the Revised Standard 
^ Version of the Bible is set forth. 

Included in this story are the names of 95 men 
who have been officially connected with the proj- 
ect. Thirty of these men have been affiliated with 
Communist and pro-Gommunist fronts, projects, 
publications, and enterprises. This represents a 
very high degree of pro-Gommunist activity on the 
part of the men w^ho have given us the revised 
Bible. 

These thirty men who have been Communist 
fellow travelers in one form or another have been 
affiliated with 90 different Communist and pro- 
Gommunist projects, fronts, and publications. They 
date from the early 1930’s up to 1958. 

hlereiv to list the - Communist affiliations of

these thirty, men, together with a brief sketch of 
the nature and significance of each affiliation, 
would require a substantial booklet- 

included among these thirty fellow travelers are 
some veteran supporters of Communist causes; for 
example, W. Russell Bowie has been affiliated w^ith 
29 different Communist enterprises, Leroy Water- 
man with 25, Fleming James with 22, 'Henry. J. 
Cadbury with 13, George Dahl with 13, William 
Y. Bell with lO, Frederick G. Grant with 8, Luther 
A- Weigle with 6, and ^^illar Burrow^s with 5. The 
remaining individuals have had fewer than five 
such affiliations each. 

In a recent brochure, the Division of Christian 
Education of the National Council of Churches 
has summarized the story of the Revised Standard 
Version of the Bible which for the past six years 
p- has outsold all so-called best selling books. 

In its brochure, the National Council of 
Churches has listed the names of the Revision 
Committee and the Advisory Board. The follow- 
ing members of the committee and board have 
! been affiliated with fronts, publications and other 

enterprises which have aided and abetted the cause 
of Communism in the "United States-:

The foregoing list of xnexnbers of the Revision 
Committee a.nd Advisory Board represents a high 
degree of Communist infiltration into the appara- 
tus of the I^ational Council of Churches which 
presided over the Revised Standard 'S/'ersion of 
the Bible. In the pages 'which follow, the name of 
the Communist front or other Communist enter- 
prise is underlined, and the names of the Bible 
Revision Committee and Advisory Board are given 
together with a brief statement of the Communist 
character of some organizations or enterprises with 
which they were connected. 

A-yrterican Committee for JOemocrctc'^ a, 7 xd. Irvtel- 
lectual Freedom., Established on Lincoln’s birthday 
ip 1939, the announced purpose of this organiza- 
tion was the “preservation ' and extension of 
democracy and intellectual freedom.” The Daily 
Worker of February 13, 1939,' featured the event 
with a front-page display. Franz Boas, chairman 
of the American Committee for Democracy and 
Intellectual Freedom, had a record of affiliation 
with Comrhunist enterprises which clearly marked 
him as a conscious collaborator with the Com- 
munist conspiracy. George, Dahl and Leroy Water- 
man' were .among the supporters of this Com- 
munist enterprise. 

Am erican Committee for I*rotection of Foreisn. 
Born. The ACFFB is the oldest unit of the 

apparatus still in existence in the United 
States. It was originally organized in the early 
part of 1924- at the explicit direction of the sec- 
ond national convention of the W^orkers (Com- 
munist) Party of America. In the early years of 
its existence* the ACPFB was known as the ISTa- 
tional Council ^ for Protection of Foreign Born 
W^orkers, with local councils in large cities where 
there was a concentration of the foreign born. 
Walter Russell Bowie, Arlo Ayres Brown, and Le- 
roy W^aterman, were among the supporters of this 
Communist organization. 

American Committ^ to Save Refugees . - In a 
letter dated Dctober 27, calling tor an emer- 

gency relief conference, the Axnerican Committee 
to Save Refugees announced its cooperation- with 
the Exiled Writers Committee - and the United 
American Spanish Aid Committee. The House 
^Committee on Un-American ' Activities c5ited the 
American Committee to Save Refugees as one of 
a “series of Communist enterprises which have 
dealt with Spain and the Spanish Ciyil War.” W^. 
Russell Bowie and Leroy W^aterman were 'support- 
ers of this Communist organization. 
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AmericaTt Committee fo r YuaokLay Relief , This 

organization was cited as ‘‘subversive and CUom— 
munist” by Attorney General Tom dark. The 
!House Gommittee on XJn- American Activities de- 
scribed the organization as a Communist front 
whose “collection of funds for ‘relief’ was only in- 
cidental to and a cover for its propaganda activi- 
ties in behalf of the Communist regime in Yugo- 
slavia.” According to the Daily Worker of April 
26, 1947, Millar Burrows was an endorser of the 
American Committee for Yugoslav Relief. 

American Committee for N on-Participatiort in 
Jatfanese Assression. This Communist organiza- 
tion was closely allied with the American Friends 
of the Chinese People, cited by the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities and the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee. The H[ouse Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities reported as fol- 
lows: “It is clear that the American Committee 

for Non-Participation in Japanese Aggression was 
closely interlocked and interrelated with the 
American Friends of the Chinese People, the China 
Aid Council, and the Washington Gommittee for 
Aid to China, and that these organizations worked 
on completely parallel lines and in full coopera- 
tion.” W. Russell Bowie was a sponsor of this 
Communist organization. 

American Friends of Spanish Democracy . In a 
special report of the Idouse Committee bh Un- 
Arnerican Activities, it is stated that “in 1937-38, 
the Communist Party threw itself wholeheartedly 
, into the campaign for the support of the ^ Spanish 
Loyalist cause, recruiting men and organizing mul- 
tifarious so-called relief organizations . . . such as 
. . . American Friends of Spanish Democracy,” 
Professor George Dahl was a signer of a letter of 
this organization, petitioning Congress to lift the 
embargo on arms shipments to the Spanish loyal- 
ists. 

American Rescue Shitf Hdlission. TThis organiza- 
tion was cited as Communist and “a project of 
the United American Spanish Aid Committee” by 
Attorney General Tom Clark. The House Com- 
mittee on XJn- Am eric an Activities said, in its an- 
nual report of 1946, that the American Rescue 
Ship MEission was “launched in 1940 under false 
claims as to the amount of money necessary to 
charter a ship to bring Spanish refugees from 
Europe to Ivlexico.” Professor Henry J. Cadbury, 
of the Bible Revision Committee, was a sponsor 
of this Communist enterprise. 
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American Round 'Table on India. This "was a 
Communist propaganda organization which, func- 
tioned. in 194-1. Its secretary -was Robert Norton, a 
well-known member of the Communist Party. Its 
chairman was Guy Emery Shipler, prominent fel- 
low traveler, who has been called “the Red Dean 
of America.” Sidney A. Weston, of the Bible Re- 
vision Advisory Council, was a member of the 
American Round Table on India. 

Appeal for Amnest'y for Elez/en Commnnist F*ar- 
t'v Z^eaders. The title of this Communist project is 
self-explanatory. Eleven top Communists were con- 
victed for conspiring to advocate the overthrow of 
the United States government by force and vio- 
lence and sentenced to prison terms of five years. 
Fleming Jaines, of the Bible Revision Committee, 
w^as a signer of the amnesty appeal for these Com- 
munist Party leaders. 

Brief Amici Curiae for the Commnnist F*art^. In 
September, 1 93.5, a brief amici curiae was filed 
on behalf of the Communist Party "with the U. S. 
Supreme Court, in the Party’s appeal against the 
decision of the Subversive Activities Control Board. 
Three hundred and sixty Communists and fellow 
travelers signed this brief. Among them was Pro- 
fessor Leroy Waterman of the Bible Revision Com- 
mittee. It would require several pages merely to 
list the names of the Communist organizations and 
enterprises with which Professor Waterman has 
been afiBliated. 

Brief Amici Curiae for Adorton Sobell, Profes- 
sor Leroy Waterman, of the Bible Revision Com- 
mittee, signed this brief which was filed with the 
U. S. Supreme Court on behalf of IMCorton Sobell 
who is now^ serving a 30-year prison term for Com- 
munist espionage, in Alcatraz. Sobell was convict- 
ed in the trial of Julius and Ethel Rosenberg. 

Citizens Committee to Free Earl Broz/uder. While 
he was general secretary of the Cornmunist Party, 
X_T. S. A., Earl Browder was convicted for perjury 
in connection with a false passport which he had 
used. The Communist Party organized one of its 
biggest propaganda drives during World War II 
to secure Browder’s release from the federal peni- 
tentiary in Atlanta. The vehicle of this propaganda 
•was the Citizens Committee to Free- Earl Browder, 
an organization which has been cited as subversive 
by the Attorney General of the United States and 
by the House Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties.- Two of the men officially connected with the 
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Bible Revision Committee, William Y. Bell and W. 
Russell Bowie, -were supporters of this Communist 
enterprise to free Browder. 

Clommittee for Peaceful Alternatives to tHe At- 
lantic Pact. In a special report on the Communist 
“peace** offensive, the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities named this organization as one 
of the important units of the international “peace** 
offensive of the Rremlin. Four of the men official- 
ly connected with the Bible Revision Committee 
were affiliated with this committee ; namely, George 
Uahl, E. G. Hoff, Fleming James, and George V. 
Schick. 

Adelish Rrief ^mici Curiae . One of the stormiest 
episodes in American church history has centered 
in the person and Communist activities of William 
Howard iMelish, pro-Communist clergyman of 
Brooklyn, N. Y. On January 11, 1931, a brief 

amici curiae on behalf of IVfelish was filed with 
the U. S. Supreme Court. Among the signers of 
this brief were W. Russell Bowie, George Uahl, 
Frederick G. Grant, and Fleming James, all of 
whom have been officially connected with' the 
Bible' Revision Committee. Bowie and Grant were 
also signers of 1958 brief on behalf of !Melish. 

The Protestant. KLnown in its beginning ( 1938^ 
as the Trotest43.nt Digest, this magazine w^as the 
personal propaganda medium of the pro-Gom- 
munist clergymen., who followed the KLremlin line 
under the editorial leadership of one KLenneth Les- 
lie. In his book entitled Apostles of Discord, Ralph 
Lord Roy (a left-wing clergyman from LFnion 
Theological Seminary) correctly observed that The 
TTOtestant “carried a strong hint as to its future 
policy*’ in its first issue in w^hich KLenneth Leslie 
wrote as follows: “Is it not possible for both Chris- 
tians and Communists, instead of condemning each 
other in their mutual weakness, to contribute the 
best they have and w^ork for the common good?” 
That should have been sufficient warning to non- 
Gommunist and anti-Gommunist clergymen to give 
Leslie’s magazine a w^ide berth. iNevertheless and 
notwithstanding, this Communist-line monthly 
magazine was able, at the peak of its influence, to 
claim the support of several thousand clergymen, 
including the following men who have been offi- 
cially connected with the' Revised Standard Ver- 
sion of the Bible of the IMational Council of 
Churches: John W. Beardslee, Jr., William Y. Bell, 
W. Russell Bowie, James Klofi'att, and Luther A. 
Weigle. 
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T*elloxjoship o/^ Reconciliation. This so-called 
pacifist organization has been characterized by a 
socialist orientation throughout its histoi~y- Ap- 
proximately three-fourths of its currently listed per- 
sonnel have been supporters of the Communist- 
front apparatus. The Fellowship of Reconciliation 
-in the United States is an affiliate of the Interna- 
tional Fellowship of Reconciliation which is offi- 
cially on record as urging its members in the na- 
tional affiliates to join “political movements which 
aim at the replacement of private capitalism by a 
system of collective ownership.” ’William E. Berry, 
Arlo Ayres Brown, and Henry J. Cadbury liave 
been affiliated with the FOR.

The Roman press believes that a Catholic can be elected president or 
Vice President in I960, and they have already started their campaign 
for that purpose. This is the richest country on earth, and the Roman 
Hierarchy wants to get possession of it. Their slogan is, "Make America 
Catholic". From here itcould go onto conquer the rest of the world for 
the "Vicar of Christ" and the "Throne of Peter". If the Vatican got pos- 
session and control of theU.S. Treasury and Fort Knox and the American 
Military with its store of atomic and H-bombs, including the power and 
authority over future production,it could and would make war on every 
non-Catholic country on earth, including our own non-Catholic (heretic) 
population. 

Every year there are hundreds of Catholic graduates from-W est Point 
Annapolis, and the Air Force Academy. A Catholic .Commander-in-

The kidnap murder of Senor Galindez, professor at Columbia Univer- 
sity in New York City, and of Gerald Murphy of Eugene, Ore., by the 
Dominican Catholic dictator Trujillo, both occurred in 1956. 

Twenty-two more Adventists have been beheaded in Colombia and two 
hundred more imprisoned. 

The German Catholic-hired informer Karl A, Wittfogel, and Robert 
Cartwright (brother of Msgr, Cartwright of St, Matthew's Cathedral) 
who were the principal accusers of Herbert Norman and are in the 
same class as Louis Budenz and Elizabeth Bentley; are all Catholics 
who got briefing, money, and jobs from the Hierarchy.

This is not just a guess, nor a far-fetched over- 
statement of the plain truth. 

Our free institutions ARE imperiled by an in- 
^^ernal threat as never before in our history. This 
threat to ourselves, our children, and our very 
civilization is more serious and more dangerous 
than the Soviet conspiracy, which is dedicated to 

the same identical goal the destruction of free 

cotnp*etitive Capitalism, free government and in- 
dividual freedom in America. 

Honest skeptics w*ho doubt this will find plenty 
of evidence in the following pages to substantiate 
all of these alarming statements. 

That w^e face a grave political crisis in the 
months ahead is not just one man’s opinion; it is 
the consensus of what knowledgeable political ex- 
perts are saying and 'writing in every possible "way, 
but perhaps somew^hat less bluntly.

Unfortunately, however, the coming campaigns 
will not be the usual contests between the two old 
political parties. In most instances the struggle 
will be betw^een reg^ler Republican candidates up- 
holding traditional American principles as against 
supporters of alien philosophies who have ap- 
propriated the Democratic label the fight will be 

between Constitutional conservatives and "liberal” 
Socialists, or Socialist-minded "liberals.” 

To be realistic, the Denaocratic party of 
yesteryear is no more. It has been infiltrated 
by Leftists of every shade and hue, and, 'with 
the exception of its Southern "w^ing, it is S'wift- 
ly being transformed into a typical Socialist 
Labor Tarty.

'W^alter Reuther is TJEdE political power in the 
ft II>emocratic party today for many reasons that are 

important to politicians, not the least of which is 
the fact that he has millions of dollars at his com- 
mand for political purposes. 

Since he became president of the United Auto 
'W^'orkers ten years ago, "W^alter Reuther has spent 
more than $200,000,000 of his union’s funds and 
many xnillions of this have been used for political 
and ideological purposes and to increase and 
perpetuate his power. Some of these millions have 
been paid directly to political candidates. Other 
millions have been spent for political activity and 
political propaganda conducted by the UA'W^ itself 
through its publications, radio and TV broadcasts, 
and political action committees. 

Reuther has contributed more than a half- 
million dollars of U^A"VC^ members’ money to the 
Socialist-front Americans for Democratic Action, 
which is a purely personal political activity. 

In addition, during this same period, "Walter 
Reuther has supervised or influenced the spending 
of still other xnillions of dollars of union funds 
for political purposes through the CIO-Eolitical 
Action Committee, and the AFL-CIO’s COPE. 

ISTow, plus his ordinary CORE and UA*W^ mil- 
lions, Reuther has a $50,000,000 strike fund, 
which, in an emergency, might easily be diverted 
to pay for p>olitical action. 

It is an open secret in "\5C^ashington that when 
the ^McClellan Committee, this past month, was 
investigating lawless violence by Reuther ’s goons 
in the bloody Kohler strike. Senate M^ajority Leader 
Lyndon Johnson told IZ>emocratic members of the 
committee to look out for Reuther ’s interest, be- 
cause the II>emocratic party needs his financial 
support. And, they surely did save his hide. 

There are some compelling reasons, too, for 
Reuther ’s power as a political tycoon.

>^nd Reuther is now extending his political 
power. In recent weeks 92 members of his United 
Auto 'W^orkers have filed as candidates for Demo- 
cratic committeemen in Illinois, and still other 
UA'W'' members have announced that they are to 
be candidates in SO additional districts. 

Reurher sp»ends $1,000,000 a year on radio alone 
in non-election years. His UA'W'" broadcasts blan- 
ket •42 key industrial cities from coast to coast 
with daily programs. He also maintains a "VC^ash- 
ington broadcast -bureau, mainly for the conveni- 
ence of his stooges in the United States Senate 
and Hiouse of Representatives. 


Reui-her WOM 1956 Election 

■W^hile President Eisenhower was re-elected in 
195(5, "W^alter Reuther actually 'W''ON that election, 
by concentrating on Congressional contests and 
capturing Congress for the Democrats. 

Immediately after election day, columnist "Victor 
Diesel wrote : 

''Labor’s political machine, operating in high 
gear in most of the nations 154,8(55 percincts, 
threw up the roadblocks and prevented President 
Eisenhower from carrying in a friendly Congress. 

"Frona this frenzied moment in history. Labor 
can write its own ticket inside the Democratic 
Party. For there would have been virtually no 
IDemocratic camp>aign in naany, many states if lab- 
or hadn’t given unionism a holiday and taken to 
the hustings. 

"AtS Stevenson’s catn^sLigti limped into the 
final stretch, Reuther let his union run by auto- 
mation. He closeted himself deep inside Soli- 
darity H!ouse, the international headquarters 
of the UAW in Detroit. H!e kept in constant 
telephone contact with Adlai Stevenson and 
the candidate’s top aides. They ■worked- out 
daily strategy more carefully than a freshman 
on his first prom date.” 

In the final weeks of the campaign, in JMTichigan 
alone, Reuther paid 1580 U'A'W^ political workers 

$2 5 a day a. total of $37,000 a day for intense 

electioneering. The UA'W' spent $28,521,425 in 
195(5. ]Much of it went for political action, but 
just how much, no U’A^'JV members or anybody 
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else will ever really discover. 

It is understandable, therefore, that a short time 
later, Arthur Schlesinger, Jt'., one of Adlai 

Stevenson’s big "brains” and his chief speech 
'Wjriter, w^rote: ""'O^alter R.euther may ■well become 
the most powerful man in American politics.” 

Ic should not be forgotten that in R.euther . 

was already powerful enough at the I>emocratic 
convention to insure the nomination of Stevenson 
over the vigorous opposition of Harry Truman, 
and that he blocked the almost certain nomination 
of Senator John Kennedy for the Vice Presidency 
in favor of his friend Estes Kefauver. 

31>uring the past several weeks, through COPE 
and the UA'W, Reuther has been pouring union 
funds into Arizona and California to defeat Sen- 
ator Earry Goldwater, who is running for reelec- 
tion, and Senator "William E- Knowland, who is a 
candidate for Governor of his state. 

On Lincoln’s birthday. Senator Knowland told 
a Los Angeles audience: 

"I do not intend to complacently allow Cali- 
fornia to becoine a satellite of 'W^alter Reuther’s 
labor-political empire.” 

But, subsequent opinion polls indicate that, un- 
less there is a marked change in the political situ- 
ation in California, Senator Knowland is not go- 
ing to be able to interfere with Reuther’s imperial 
ambitions. 

In commenting on these two important cam- 
paigns in the IMTarch 24:th issue of KIE'W'S^W'EEK, 
Raymond ^^oley, who was an early Roosevelt 
braintruster and is no "enemy” of labor, declared 
that the "candidates are incidental, for they will 
be mere figureheads in a more basic contest. The 
real force ■will be CC>PE, operating by remote con- 
trol from Detroit.” 

"The mastermind of COPE is ''JValter Reuther, 

chief of the CIO and of XJA^W" the latter the most 

politicaUy potent of all unions,” !MQr. iNloley ■wrote. 
"Already tnany members of the Senate and 'House 
owe their offices to him.” 

On this point, a capsule editorial in the current, 
April 1S>58 issue of the Am&rican. de- 

clares : 

"The Aotnerican people ... in 48 sovereign 
States, haven’t as much power in their Con- 
gress one man no"w has alter R.euther. 

''"W^alter Reuther controls more millions of 
dollars for propaganda and campaign purposes 
than do Both xnajor political parties combined. 

I f — -or maybe ■svhen he is able to capture the 

votes in 'W^ashington of a few more Senators 
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aixcl Rej>r’esexxt:atives, he 'will cotxtirol the jma- 
joirity of hoth hoiises of ouf Cong^iress.” 

Eugene S- Bit>b>, XJSA, retired, a resjpec- 
ted jpolicical jpublicisc and a keen observer of de- 
velojpments on Cajpitol Hill, added to Js/Jix. JMoley’s 
observation when he wrote: 

"There has never been a time in my long mem- 
ory "when so— many members of Congress have been 
chained creatures of evil influences and groups 
such as Reurher’s Committee on Political Educa- 
tion, Americans for Oemocratic Action, and the 
I^ational Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People.” 

The objective of C< 3 PE, Afr. Afoley pointed out, 
**is_to capture the I!>exnocratic party and to es- 
tablish a labor government in the states and 
-the nation.** 

"That,** he continued, ”ir should be clear to all, 
including the members of unions themselves, 
would mean class governxnent, alien to Ameri- 
can tradition, and inixnical to •workers union 

and no-union ^small bvtsiness men, farmers,

The even more sinister purpose behind Reu- 
ther’s COPE, and how his success would insure the 
ultimate destruction of American institutions, have 
been set forth in the ne'w book, Z^bo-r ZJ-n-iotTi 
iVLo-n^o-poly by E>onald R.. Richberg (Regnery 
$ 3 . 50 ). Afr. Richberg is a former bJew^ lZ>ealer and 
a distinguished liberal lawyer, who has spent most 
of his professional life fighting for labor legisla- 
tion, and *who co-authored both the Railway labor 
Act and the bTorris-LaGuardia Act, ■which barred 
injunctions against labor unions. 

Afr. Richberg writes -with expert knowledge and 
authority "when he warns: 

**T*he "well-advertised ACarxian •way to create 
an all-pow^erful Socialist state is to use labor 
organizations as the means of gaining an eco- 
nomic dictatorship out of which the political 
dictatorship of the proletariat can be achieved. 
The recent rapid progress of such a program 
in'” the United States should warn us that the 
prospect of a Socialist labor government is a 
very real and threatening menace to the main-

Big of Aumerican 
labor and as the biggest labor man in the I>em- 
ocratic Party.** 

In the previous month, iR/fr. ''^^ilson had ■written; 
"If there is to be a successor to the late Sidney 
Hillman . . . as a labor man with a gold key 

to the "W^hite House, it probably would be 'W^alter 
Reuther of Afichigan. 

**That would be, of course, only under a Demo- 
cratic administration. Reuther's full-time job is 
head man of the auto workers. But he nevertheless 
is a bigger man in the Dexnocratic party than some 
politicans who devote their full time to party 
affairs.’* 

R.euf'her Seized .A.FL.-OIO Power 

''iJC^alter Reuther got his original start in the 
labor movement in collaboration "with the Com- 
munists and by using Communist tactics, and he 
made considerable headway, but he did not achieve 
his real position of power until the AFL and CIO 
combined to becotne Big Labor. 

The xnerger of the AFL and CIO was agreed to 
only after an understanding •was reached that 
<3eorge iNfeany and ’’W^alter B.euther would have 
equal pow^er in the combined - organization. 

ISTot being a Socialist, George Afeany was not 
familiar with a f^4!arxist principle that -was so well 
explained by George Orwell "when he wrote in his 
amusing critique that under Socialism, "all are 
equal, but some are more equal than others." 

Accordingly, George !RLeany got the top honors 
at the convention, "while "V^C^alter Reuther, in the 
true fdJarxist tradition, grabbed power. 

'VJC^alter Reuther continued as president of the 
United Auto "XX^orkers, the largest single union in 
the combined AFL-CIO. 
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"S^altGr Reutlneir became jpresident of rhe largest 
organized grouf> of unions within the united fed- 
eration the Industrial Union Uejpartment, which 

embraces between ~7 and 8 million union w^orlcers 
Can actual majority of the total AFL-CIO mem- 
bershi_j> ) , and in which Reuther’s old CIC^ group> 
is dominant by a ratio of nearly 2 to 1. Actually, 
this is a union within a union, to be ojperated as 
Reuther jpleases. 

'W^alter Reuther had not only retained all of his 
jE>-tevious p»ower by Iceejping his old CIO organ- 
ization intact under his continuing leadershi_p, but 
he has now^ likewise become the leader and spokes- 
man of some 37 additional AFX, unions which have 
joined his Industrial Union II>epartment. 

'VT'alter Reuther v/on another pK>sition of power 
and influence in the new Committee on Political 
Education when his large, well-trained and long 
experienced CIO political action staff combined 
with the AFX’s little coterie of novices, and his 
chief political aide. Jack ICroll, became co-direc- 
tor in name, but assumed - actual control in fact. 

XK7aIter Reuther also w^as made chairman of the 
A.FX-CIO Committee on Economic Party, per h aps 
the most important of all committees, since almost 
every phase of union SLCti'vitry is predicated upon 
economics factors w^hich Reuther and his commit- 
tee associates interpret. 

"V5(7alter Reuther also became a vice-president 
of the AFX-CIO federation, and a. member of both 
its Executive Council and the top Executive Com- 
mittee. The w^ay it works out, Reuther holds 
more offices than. JVXeany, and. R.euther, as pres- 
ident of the Industrial Union IZ>ep»artment, can 
do thing^s in the name of the AEX-CIO w-ithout 
consulting IMeany, but before ^Mleany takes any 
oEicial action on anything he has to consult 
''^^al ter R.euther.

lio'w ''W^alter Reuther got his start as a f>olitical 
fc>oss in the II>emocratic f>a-tty shonld serve as a 
■warning to all Americans, but more p»articularly 
to all loyal Oemocra ts, ■who by concerted action can 
still save their jparty from Reuther’s comjplete and 
ruthless doxnination. 

Although this incredible story -was first told by 
this ■writer in a _pam_phlet in XS>50, it has now been 
retold in xxiore detail and ■with emphasis as to its 
authenticity by Senator Barry Goldw^ater, "whose 
remarks in lZ>etroit on January 20, 1S>58, ■were

"The year XS>-4:8 was enormously successful for 
the CIO politicians in fwlichigan.

Senator Goldwater also did not have the most 
significant phrase uttered by democratic ISTational 
committeeman George Fitzgerald :

At the same time, in nearby Ohio, the activities ^ 
of Reuther’s political actionists came to the at- 
tention of author Louis Bromfield, a true liberal, 
who wrote this grave warning; 

**The peculiar and unscruplous vindictive- 
ness of the campaign in my ow'n state of Ohio 
provides a truly frightening foretaste of what 
might happen to the rest of us in the country 
if 'we have a government wholly dominated by 
the organized labor czars. 

**As the campaign progresses, the methods, 
the lies, the whispering campaigns, have 
reached proportions never attained in any 
other American campaign I have ever heard of, 
and equalled probably only by the kind of 
calumny and brutal propaganda for •which 
Hitler and Stalin have set the pattern. 

'‘I'iJ'one of it is a nice spectacle- I>on*t de- 
ceive yourself. This is not the ordinary rough 
and tumble fight in the A.merican political 
tradition. It is something far more sinister on 
the pattern imported front central Europe and 
hitherto unknown in this country save in the 
pages of the T^grily o-rker 
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This same thing has hajpjpened and is hap>jpening 
in ocheir states. I-To-wever, the take-over techni- 
ques have improved, are more subtle, and the 
union funds being used no’w run into the millions. 

The on September 15 th last, 

reported that 'W^'isconsin State CIO president 
Charles IVT. Schultz had admitted that "labor had 
spent $250,000 on Senator 'VJ^^illiam Troxmire 
since 1952.” And it cost the tJA'W' $725,000. to 
elect Senator !Pat ]M!cbTamara in 195-4.

R.euf’her's , Sociolisi* Bodcground 

Reuther’s father and grandfather were fervent 
^^faracist Socialists; his father ran for Congress on 
the Socialist ticket. In his youth, within the family 
circle, Reuther received a daily dose of ^Marxist 
principles and dialectics. His boyhood hero w^as 
Eugene V. Debs, organizer of the I.'W''.'\5</''. (after 
w'hich the CIO was patterned ) , perennial Social- 
ist candidate for President, the top Red revolu- 
tionary of his day, whom Reuther visited in prison, 

Reuther got his first taste of political action 
during the 1S^32 election when he campaigned on 
behalf of ISTorman Thomas, the Socialist can- 
didate for the Presidency- 

Reuther organized his first Red movement 

while going to school a branch of the Socialist 

Teague for Industrial Democracy, whose most 
popular publication was Karl !Marx’s Co-m-mttnist 
IS^anifesto . 

On the FACE THE IsTATIOlSr broadcast, 2wdTarch 
1<5, 1958, when asked if he had once been a So- 
cialist, Reuther said: **Yes, but that w^as 30 

years ago, w^hen I was very young and very fool- 
ish, and I got over it very quickly, for which I 
am very thankful.” 

■\5<J''hiie the TV audience was undoubtedly im- 
pressed, this assertion by 'W^alter Reuther was not 
true. Actually he has maintained his allegiance to 
the Socialist cause right down to the present day. 

"When the Socialist Teague for Industrial ll>e- 
mocracy celebrated its Golden Anniversary on 
April 2 3, 1955, "Walter Reuther was a conspicuous 
member of the committee in charge. In 1950 he 
received its annual '‘award,” and in 1952 he was 
one of the principal speakers at the annual TID 
conference, denouncing in typical Socialist term- 
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inology “socially irresjponsifc>le forces in ‘VO^’aH 
Street wlio remain wedded to the blind selfish- 
ness of laissez-faire cajpitalism.*’ 

Also, "VJ^a-lter Reuther’s writings are featured 
in Lir> IVIXJST PAAdCPHLEXS. And, just a year 
ago, in AdTarch 1957, "W^alter Reuther endorsed 
this fountainhead of Socialist jprojpaganda b>y writ- 
ing: ‘'Everywhere that union men and women 

meet today, in their continuing quest for indus- 
trial democracy for all workers, the makes 

a _profound contribution.*’ 

The RTassachusetts Commission to investigate 
subversive movements reported; as a 

rrziliSatz-S Socialist orga^izatioti- and- s-ahsidizc^i- hy 

the CoTTTr'fTZi^^aist directed Garland Fttndf the 

Leagae for Indttstrial Democracy -pro-paga-ndizes 
particularly among college and seminary stndents 
- . .the achievements of the ‘'W^orkers* Government* 
in Soviet Rnssia are painted in- gilded enlogy, and 
similar socialism is advocated for the United 
States/* 

Eurthermore, up to this day, 'W^alter Reuther 
is a Vice Chairman of the Socialist ADA, which 
maintains an alliance with the British Labor (So- 
cialist ) Party. David C. '\5C^illiams, International 
Director of the ADA, in his book “The Intelligent 
Socialists’ Guide to America,” which w^as distri- 
buted in England, described the ADA in this way: 
“ADA is not a political party. It operates very 
much as the early ( British ) Eabian ( Socialist ) 
Society, did, seeking to permeate the existing 
parties with new ideas and personalities.” 

So, "VC^alter R.euther did not get over his 
Socialist inclinations “very quickly” 30 years 
ago, he is still a Socialist 'working hard to ad- 
vance the cause of Socialism in America. 

R.eui'liier A^eni’ L.ef'i* f*o Communism 

It is trss^e, hoxvever, that hack in the early 
30* s alter R.ets-ther did deviate from his 

stannch Socialist beliefs/ he 'tvent fssrther to 
the Feft ... to Com-mnnism. 

Reuther joined and became an organizer for a 
Communist union in the Ford plant, and, as a 
result, he was fired in 1933. 

By this time he had become such an ardent 
pro-Communist that, along with his brother Victor, 
he went off to RCoscow to worship at the Krem- 
lin. The Reuther brothers spent 18 months in Red 
Russia, working, teaching, and studying Com- 
munist techniques of agitation and propaganda. 
They became so enthusiastic over what they 
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found in the Soviet '‘jparadise’* that the 5 r 
friends in II>etroit: 

"CsLzrry on. the fight for a Soviet -Ajnerica.*' 

A jpartial text of the letter follows: 

"I^ear JVtel and G-lad: 

**'W^hat you have 'written concerning the 
strikes and the general lahor unrest in I>etroit, 
plus 'what we have learned from other sources 
of the rising discontent of the ^American worlc- 
ers, makes us long for the moment to be back 
■with you in the front lines of the struggle; 
however, the daily inspiration that is ours as 
we work side .by side with otxr Zl.ussian com- 
rades in OXJGR. factory, the thought that 'we are 
actually helping to build a society that 'will 
forever end the exploitation of man by man, 
the thought that what 'we are bxxilding will be 
for the benefit and enjoyment of the 'working 
class, not only of I^ussia, but the entire world, 
is the compensation 'we receive for our texnpor- 
ary absence frouni the struggle in the United 
States ... 

"^*To'w that ^we have already experienced the 
thrill, the satisfaction of participating in gen- 
uine proletarian democracy, 'we are more than 
just sympathetic to OUH. country < Russia) , we 
are ready to fight for it and its ideals. >And 
why not? Here the 'workers, through their 
tnilitant leadership, the proletarian dictator- 
ship, have not sold out to the o^wning class . . . 
ffete are' no bosses to drive fear into 'workers. 
Here the ^workers are in control ... 

**In OUR factory there are no pictures of 
Ford and !Rockfeller, or R.oosevelt or iVfellon. 
3NTo such parasites, but rather huge pictures of 
Lenin greet the 'workers’ eye on every side. 
Red banners 'with slogans '*\?5^orkers of the 
^^^orld Unite” are draped across the crane'ways- 
Little JR_ed flags fly from the tops of presses, 
drill presses, lathes, kellers, ' etc. Such a sight 
you have never seen before ... 

**lVEel, once a fello'w has seen 'what is possible 
'where 'workers gain po'wer, he no longer fights 
just for an ideal, he fights for something 
which is real, something tangible ... ys/^e are 
'witnessing and experiencing great things in 
the U’.S.S.R. 'W^e are daily 'watching Socialism 
being taken down from the books on the 
shelves and put into actual application. "W^ho 
■would not be inspired by such events ? . . . 

**Carry on the fight for a Soviet America.. 

< Signed) '*Vic and "W'al” 
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Some Reurtier ajpologists claim ttiac the letter 
is a hoax or insist that its meaning is distorte<d 
when paragraphs are quoted out of context. 

Quotations from the letter were first made 
public by this writer in iM!arch, 1^37, in a booklet 
entitled the CIO ... u-n^ hel-p a Soviet 

America/’ Similar quotations were included in a 
speech by Congressman Clare E. Hoffman in the 
House of Representatives on June 1, 1S>37, and 

appear in the Con-g-ressiott^rl Recorti of that date. 

On Oct- 21, 1S>38, the entire letter was incorpor- 
ated in sworn testimony before the Committee on 
Un-American Activities, and Chairman IMTartin 
Dies invited the Reuther brothers to refute the 
charges under bath, but the invitation was ignored. 

The authenticity of the letter is beyond question. 
Mlelvin Bishop, to whom the letter was sent, has 
publicly acknowledged having received it and veri- 
fied tlie accuracy of its contents at a UA'W'' con- 
vention at Buffalo, bT. in August, 19-49. Also, 

in a letter to the Sutzi-rdtoy Evetzin-g Rost in August, 
1948, 'VT'alter Reuther tacitly admitted co-author- 
ship when he claimed that the letter was written in 
a "burst of adolescent enthusiasm.” 

RetttheT -tvas '2.~7 yectT old ^'adolescent’* at the 
tinze this letteT teas -ter-itten. 

Reuther’s press agents cover up his long sojourn 
in Russia and his enthusiastic pro-Communism 
with a fairy tale about a "world tour of social en- 
gineering” in which the Reuther brothers were 
supposed to have studied the unions of ten coun- 
tries, including a brief stop over in Russia, just 
long enough to become rabidly anti-Communist. 

On the basis of this fable. Time magazine, on 

June 20, 1955, reported: "Despite or because of 

his trip to Russia, Reuther has a good anti-Red 

record.” 

As another example, the magazine Comnzonnveal 
also fell for this propaganda line and said that 
'W'^alter and "Victor Reuther "studied the Soviet Sys- 
tem from the inside and decided they didn’t want 
that kind of socialism.” 

Actually, ^W^’alter Reuther and his brother Victor 
were so enthusiastic over Soviet Communism that 
when they returned home they worked hand-in- 
glove with the Communists- One of their first 
chores was to help amalgamate the Socialists and 
Communist youth movements into the Commun- 
ist-front yi^me-rican- Sttident Union, which offered 
American youngsters free trips to Russia. In this 
operation the Reuther brothers were sponsored by 
Celeste Strack, a representative of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Communist Party. 
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Then, along with the editor of the 2S/S.oscctw JOaily 
JSfeu^s, "V^alrer Reuther gave lectures to raise money 
for the S_panish Communists- And Victor Reuther 
became a leader in the Communist-front Friends 
of she SovieS Union, 

At one jpublic meeting in Flint, ]M[ichigan, 
^^arch 18, 1936, ''X^alter Reuther gave a glowing 
account of his pilgrimage to ]Mjoscow, lauding the 
Soviet Union with fervent enthusiasm. He told how^ 
Soviet workers elect their own foremen and sup- 
erintendents, hire and discharge employees, and 
set their ow^n speed of production. In response to 
a question about religion in Russia, he said: ’"SVe 
i^inclndin^ himself tss a Sonief •proletarian'y do not 
believe in G-od.” 

l^Text, ''sValter Reuther turned up as the leader 
of the notorious sit-down strikes in which the 
Communists played the leading role, and which 
became lawless insurrections involving bloody vio- 
lence, rioting, the wholesale destruction of prop- 
erty, the open defiance of law-enforcing officials 
and the contemptuous disregard of court orders. 

R.euf'her AA^orlced HTop Commies 

Sworn testimony before the Special House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities places 'W^alter 
Reuther during this period in active collaboration 
with '^Ci''illiam 'W^einstone, Uistrict Secretary of the 
Communist Farty at Uetroit. 

'SVbile the auto 'workers union, was being 
organized, rwo factions contended writb each 
other for control- One faction was backed by 
the Trotskyite Coxnmunists, the other, a so- 
called **unity caucus,” of which 'W^alter Reu- 
ther was a member, "was set tip by the Stalin 
Communists. 

Eventually, the Stalin Communists won con- 
trol of the union. Because patriotic opposition 
to the Ck>mmunist leaders developed, a secret 
conference ^was held in I>etroit on Feb. 12, 
1939. The meeting was called at the instiga- 
tion of Earl Browder and 'was presided over 
by 'William Z. Foster, head of the Communist 
Party. Tw^enty members of the national com- 
mittee of the Communists Party attended, and 
\?C^alter Reuther -was a participant. 

The purpose of the meeting was to figure out 
how to develop stronger Red leadership within 
the CIO, ho'w to eliminate the anti-Communist 
labor -leaders, and how the CIO was to operate in 
the then coming mayorality, gubernatorial, con- 
gressional and presidential elections. 
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"W^altej: Reuther’s t>uild-ujf> as a synthetic **anti- 
Comxnunist’* stems largely from the fact that the 
Communists had jplaced another of their stooges 
in the presidency of the auto workers union. 'W'^al- 
ter Reuther thought he ought to have the jot> and- 
so he broke with his Red comrades and began a 
long drawn out battle to get control of the union. 
There was bad feeling as a result, and it was freely 
predicted -that if Reuther won his fight, there 
would be an immediate ’purge' of the Communists. 

But, on being elected President of the union, 
Reuther told the convention, with characteristic 
Coxnmunist language and logic: 

**I_et the capitalists and the anti-labor forces 
realize that we disagrefe in the convention, but 
when we leave here we leave as a united or- 
ganization to fight the comnxon fight.” 

Then turing to the leader of the Communist 
faction he said:"Z -noxiJ to exte-fz^i. ^r? 2 -y 

to G&ofg^ ... t&ll that to- 

gether toe catt- t^n-i-te this orga-ftizatio-n-.^* 

But Addes and his Communist colleagues, being 
men of unbending though unrighteous aims, re- 
fused Reuther’s ."extended hand.” 

Alluding to this spectacle, the JSfeto ITorJk JHLeral^ 
Triba-tte editorially described ’W'alter Reuther as 
a "dangerous and disingenuous opportunist” and a 
"reckless politican” and scored his "aggressive 
demagoguery.” 


Lef't'isf' ^ides Surround R.euf'her 

There is convincing evidence of Reuther’s con- 
tinuing loyalty to the revolutionary cause in the 
type of men he has selected as his subordinates. 

JFor secretary-treasurer of his auto workers union 
Reuther picked Emil lsA.-a.zGy w^ho, before the war, 
was an active leader of the -Proletarian Party, which 
was so far to the Left of Communism, it called the 
Communists "reformists.” 

'V5C^hile in the armed forces, !Mazey was one of 
the leaders of the Communist-organized "Bring the 
Boys Home” campaign in the Pacific area in 
It was this agitation which resulted in the hasty 
demobilization of American Pacific forces which 
made possible the Red triumph in China. 

]Mazey then Joined the Socialist Party. 

In February 195^, !NdTazey made a fiery speech 
at a meeting of the CIO executive board in 
\5Ci^ashingron, demanding action by the CIO on a 
resolution which recommended recognizing Red 
'China and seating it in the LOSr. tie was backed 
in his demand by "Victor Reuther, who had pro- 
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posed the resolution at the CIO convention the 
previous IZ>ecemt>er. Originally approved l>y 'VSC^^al- 
ter Reuther, he "withdrew his support at the in- 
sistence of CIO publicity chief Henry Fleischer 
"who felt that if it -were adopted it would damage 
CIO prestige. 

Victor Reuther is now one of ’'X^alter’s four 
administrative assistants, his idea xnan. vVnd he 
supplies "W^alter w^ith plenty of ideas, most of 
thexn based upon his expert understanding of the 
Socialist ideology. 

Following his sojourn in Red Russia, Victor was 
a busy speaker at both Comxnunist and Socialist 
meetings around Oetroit. Then he conducted an 
**anti-'W^ar School** at Communist Commonwealth 
College. The college newspaper quotes hint as 
saying that ail of his students "were in favor of 

a general strike to stop imperialist w^ar” and, of 

course, to stop American defense production. 

In 1938, "Victor Reuther became a member 
of the advisory board of this Communist in- 
stitution. A. little more than a year later Com- 
monvvealth College was closed do'wn by the 
State of Ajrlcansas, after it had been convicted 
on charges of anarchy, displaying the ''illegal" 
Soviet emblem, and refusing to fly the A.meri- 
can flag, as provided by law- ’ 

For several years now, Victor Reuther has been 
a member of the board of directors of the So- 
cialist League for Industrial Democracy, "whose 
declared purpose is to propagandize for "a new 
social order based on production for use and 
not for profit’* "which is pure Socialism. - 

However, Victor Reuther has not forgotten 
his "Warm regard for Communisni ,as expressed ,in 
the previously quoted letter from Red R.ussia. 

In February a year ago, AFL-CIO president 
George JMeany and ''SV^alter Reuther almost came 
to blo"ws because Victor Reuther, 'SJC^^alter’s right 
hand man, was writing foreign labor leaders that 
Aleany’s hard anti-Communist line did not repre- 
sent the vie"w of American labor. The Reuther 
brothers felt that a staunch foreign policy stand 
against Communism was hurting the cause of both 
the AFL-CIO and the United States abroad. 

On February 7, 1958, Victor Reuther wired 

President Eisenhower protesting "financial aid to 
the Franco Dictatorship** because the Spanish ruler 
had put some trouble-making Communist in jail. 

'VT'alter Reuther’s chief ghost-writer for many 
years has been Paul Sifton, former editor of the 
Communist magazine Isf&w T h&cztre. In one of his 
articles, urging workers not to support our ISTa- 
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tiorx's- defense policies, Sifton wrote; 

"Tell rhem (the XU-S. jAjrmy') tha.t 'we*'ve 
got another "war on, a 'war to establish a 'work- 
er's peace, a 'worker's go'ver nnnent," 

As his 'VXT'ashington legislati-ve representative, 
Reuther selected Donald E. jMTontgomery, former 
Agriculture aide under Idenry A. 'Vf^allace, who 
was forced off the Government payroll when it 
was revealed that secret meetings of the Corn- 
munist Party were held in the jNdontgomery home, 
'Walter Reuther ’s UA'W Public Relations Di- 
rector is Frank "W^inn, an alumnus of Brook wood 
Labor College, branded as "Communistic” by the 
AFL, where he attained considerable fame as an 
amateur actor in "class struggle” plays. 

The Secretary-Treasurer of Reuther’s new In- 
dustrial XJnion L>epartment of the AFL-CIO is 
James B. Carey who for years was a willing hand 
at helping Communist causes until a rival Stalinist 
clique ousted him from the Presidency of the 
United Electrical 'W^'orkers. Then he discovered 
he w^as "anti-Red.” In just one Congressional re- 
port he is cited 32 times for his affiliations with 
outfits declared Communist, or Conxmunist- con- 
trolled, either by the Committee on Un-American 
Activities, or the L>epartment of Justice, or both. 

'XKT'alter Reuther’s General Counsel is Joseph L. 
Rauh, Jr., former chairman of the AL>A, which 
asked the UFT to recognize Red China, Rauh de- 
fended "W^illiam Remington, who was con- 

victed on a charge of p»erjury for denying txiember- 
ship in the Communist Party and that he had de- 
livered secret Government documents to the Soviet 
spy ring. Rauh was also a "registered agent” repre- 
senting Red Poland in seeking a U. S. loan. 

Another of "W^alter Reuther's executive as- 
sistants is His brother Roy who w^as an instructor 
on the faculty of Communistic Brookwood L.abor 
College, and later became one of the principal 
fomenters of violence during the bloody Com- 
munist-led sit-down strikes. 

■'While his brothers were urging their Detroit 
comrades to "fight for a Soviet America,” Roy 
Reuther w-as explaining how "the w^orking class 
can carry through an armed insurrection:” 

"The ainx of socialism is to establish a 
VC^ocker's Republic ... make no fetish of 

legality. The law in a bourgeois democracy 
is largely the law' of property rights ... Once 
socialists are in possession of the state ma- 
chinery, their task is to secure and insure the 
governmental power for the 'victorious revolu- 
tion by arming the 'workers for its defense." 
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Reut'her is MOnT an onf-i-Con^nnunist- 

Some months ago the Mearst newsjpajpers j>ul>- 
lished a jprofxle of 'Walter Reuther with a sub- 
head "which read: '*For a time he ■worked in IR.us- 

sia. Pie w^as imoressed by "what he sa"w so im- 

_pressed that he is a staunch anti-Cx>mmunist.’'

It is a "well known fact that Communists hate 
and despise anti -Communists- Yet, the Com- 

munists have a warm spot in their hearts for 
''W'alter Reuther, and "with good reason. There 
are signs that they are attempting to "woo him 
back to renew their old intimacy. 

Two years ago, 'W^ alter announced one of his 

screwball Reuther Plans to insure Peace, the 

United States w^as to contribute X3 Rillion 3I>ol- 
lars a year for lOO years, through the UlST, to 
help "under-developed nations" including Red 
Russia and its satellites. 

The Communist organ, RoUticctl Affairs, "was 
enthusiastic. After all, it said: '‘Reuther ’s two 

major points, taken together, provide for partici- 
pation by the United States and the Soviet XJnion 
in a common effort . . ." 

In the same publication, Albert E. Blumberg, 
national legislative representative of the Com- 
munist Party, proposed a "common effort” against 

the Republicans in the election a coalition of the 

Communist Party, Reuther’s A1I>A, and Reuther’s 
UA'W^, among others. 

At last year’s Communist convention, a reso- 
lution was adopted "which heartily approved 
of the activities of *'labor leaders like I>ubin- 
sky, Reuther, Randolph, etc., who have a 
socialist background ... in such organizations 
as A.mericans for lZ>emLOcratic Auction.** T*he 
resolution concluded: *"We strive for their co- 
operation. . . .” 

■W^hen it was first announced, last year, that 
the hdCcClellan Committee was to investigate 
Reuther and his UA'W, the Communists showed 
real affection and concern. 

'"What,” asked the IDaily W'or^kor^ "if the Com- 
mittee starts a fishing expedition into the Social- 
ist and radical backgrounds of the Reuther and 
hfazey brothers? ** 

Then, answering its own question, the Com- 
xnunist newspaper gave Reuther its advice: "If 

this should happen, some Left UA'W' forces here 
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declare, Reucher may t>e confronted with- the 
need for using the Fifth Amendment to safeguard 
the TJA.'KK?'' in such smearing _prohes-** 

I-ast summer, Reuther was loud in denouncing 
rival union leaders who took; the 5 th Amendment 
at IMTcdellan Committee hearings, and he was 
mainly responsible for the AFL-CIO’s Ethical 
Practices code which provided for the expulsion 
from the labor movement of any unionist who in- 
voked his Constitutional privilege. 

But, when several union leaders in Reuther’s 
UA'W'' local <SOO took the 5 th Amendment at 
hearings before the Senate Internal Security Sub- 
committee, Reuther was strangely silent. 

A few days later the local's magazine explained: 
'‘Brother I>orosh . . . gave testimony in ex- 

ecutive session and in open hearings on Trade 
Union matters ... ''^C^hen the question arose 
whether he is a Coxnmunist now, or w^as in the 
past, after having consulted with the International 
Union (Reuther's office) and being told that 
Union policy frowns on use of constitutional 
privileges when testifying on Union finances, 
-ri-of d'ui-l Liherties, and up- 

on advice of his attorney. Brother Oorosh invoked 
his constitutional privilege.” 

These "5t:h Amendment Communists” are still 
officials of Reuther’s UA"W^. In his recent testi- 
niony before the ^jMTcClellan Coixunittee, Reuther 
explained he doubted he had authority to fire 
these local UA^W'' officials because of the "demo- 
cratic procedures” in the union. 

Beuther’s real attitude on Communism w^as best 
expressed at an AOA conference in ISTew York 
a few years ago, when he said: 

‘T am not interested in fighting VC^orld Coxn- 
xnnnism. I'm only interested in fighting Com- 
nmnist imperialism. I dra'w a distinction be- 
tw-een V^orld Communism and Communist im- 
perialismv I’m willing to leave the fight 
against ‘W^orld Communism to IVIcCarthy and 
the Republicans.” 

is a classic distinction w'ithout any real 
d iff erence. 

R.eut-her Sf’ill Uses AAerxist* ^Aeffiods 

A study of 'W''alter Reuther’s career in recent 
years reveals that he is still committed to the 
^^arxist objectives he has sought since boyhood. 

Me continues to promote the same old "class- 
stJTUggle” propaganda of Socialism, and to em- 
ploy the violent tactics of Communism. 
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I^esjp'ite- his elevatioo co national leatdershif>, 
Renther still refuses to <dejpen<d on the lawful 
American method of collective bargaining to get 
his union demands, he still resorts to revolutionary 
lawlessness and violence because in his idlarxist 
mind he and his workers are eternally engaged in 
a bitter "class war” against "greedy capitalists.” 
As a result there has been a continuing pattern 
of TUA'W^ violence, terror and lawlessness in almost 
every Reuther-led strike since the 30’s. 

Reuf-her-led \^iolence ond 'V'ortdalism 

In the past several w^eeks, the iNTcClellan Com- 
mittee heard testimony about over 800 incidents 
of violence, terror and vandalism, for "which JR.eu- 
ther’s goons were responsible, in just one strike, 
the -4 -year old ICohler strike which has cost the 
XJA^?0^ more than $10,000,000 to date. 

ISTumerous nonstrikers were beaten unxnerci- 
fully; one man’s neck 'was broken, another was 
almost kicked to death. AL.ixtomobiles and 
b"u.ildings "were dynamited. I*^aint-bombs "were 
thrown and shotgun blasts -were fired thru 'win- 
do'ws of homes. A.utonxobiles were smeared 
'with paint-remover, 'windshields "were broken 
and tires "were slashed. Homes of nonstrikers 
'were mass picketed, landscaping "was torn up, 
flaming torches were thro’wn on porches, and 
acid "was hurled on 'walls and furnishings. 

Reuther admitted, in his testimony, that the 
mass picketing, violence and vandalism were "im- 
proper” and '‘"wrong,” that the brutal beating of a 
125 -pound non-striker, by a 22 5 -pound Reuther 
goon from II>etroit, "was "reprehensible,” that he 
did not approve of "home demonstrations,” and 
that XJA'W'' officials at the strike "made the 
"wrong decision,” but it 'was all the company’s 
fault, he insisted, "the company did not have 
clean hands.”

This ]Marxist taint is also in evidence in the 
succession of Reuther Plans that have been foisted 
on the public throughout the years. 

In 1S>40, when America "was preparing for war, 
Reuther proposed a "500 Planes a X>ay” plan to 
help the defense effort. It had* a Socialist gim- 
mic- Reuther wanted to "collectivize” the auto- 
mobile industry by pooling ail equipment and 
manpower. 

In the middle of the -war, Reuther proposed an 
"Equality of Sacrifice” plan, an obvious anti- 
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Capitalist scheine 'V<? profits, cttrti^l 

Itfxt^ri^&s atzfi- pro've-n>t toar mi-llioni^ires/* I-abor’s 
"equal sacrifice” was to forego extra pay for Sun- 
day work, 

Right after the w^ar, Reuther unveiled a plan 
to eliminate slum housing hy having the Federal 
Government make home construction a public 
utility. ’’Thousands” of ”C3overnment-l>uilt war 
facilities” were to he used to huild ’’low-cost” pre-- 
fabricated hoxnes, ’’including garbage disposal and 
air-conditioning units, electric dishwashers and 
other appliances.” 

Reuther’s ’’Total Flan for Feace,” provided that 
when the UIsT agreed to accept our gift of 13 
Billion Dollars each year for lOO years it w^as 
to convene a ’’Feoples* ^W'orld Assembly for Feace” 
to which each member state was to send 18 dele- 
gates representing: dirt farmers, industrial work- 

ers, housewives, youths, veterans, educators, sci- 
entists, professional persons, businessmen and re- 
ligious leaders. Bz^t, rzo hankers, i-fTei-ffistri-alists , 

rzo cctpitalist in^oestors, 

"W^hile these Reuther brain-storms were too fan- 
tastic to be taken seriously, and were probably 
nothing more than public relations devices to get 
him soxne free advertising, Reuther’s current de- 
mand for a share in the profits of industry is 
clearly intended to further his iMarxi st plans. 

Reuf'her''s Kif l-f-he-Prof^if-s Plan 

^ Reuther is certainly not sincere in claiming that 
his demand for a share in company profits is be- 
ing jnade because he believes that this would 
increase purchasing power and combat the j*eces- 
sion w^hen, at the same rime, he makes 135 addi- 

tional demands for more money, more leisure, 
nibre job security, and more fringe benefits, more 
for pensions, more for insurance, more for hospi- 
tal and surgical benefits and more supplementary 
unemployment pay, the granting of which would 
kill all prospects of profit, unless prices were 
raised, which would transform the recession into a 
devastating depression. 

Reuther is sxnart enough to kno^v this. He 
also knows something else 

His own publication, April 19-4S>, in an 

article entitled "'W'hat’s 'Wrong ’’With Frofit-Shar- 
ing Flans?” said: ’’They undermine purchasing 

power when you need purchasing power most; 
they make workers pay for company mistakes; and 
they don’t ’work.” 

Although he knows that his proposals would 
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xnailce matters -worse, Rexxther has the monumental 
gall to link his dangerous demands -with the j>rol>- 
lem o£ the recession, for which he himself is 
largely resjE>onsit>le. It was the succeeding round 
after round of exorbitant -wage increases -which he 
extorted from the automobile companies for his 
select segment of the o-verall labor force, at the 
expense of other groups workers in other in- 

dustries, teachers, farmers, civil servants, small 

pensioners and others -with lo-w fixed incomes 

chat priced automobiles out of the market and 
thereby helped to bring on the unemployment 
and recession -which no-w threatens our economy. 

jA^pparently R.euther is agreeable to let the stock- 
holders retain title to the companies and receive 
a token profit, -which HE has determined is a 
fair return on their investment. lie doesn’t w^ant 
all the profits. If there are any, he is willing to 
allow a little rebate to car buyers, give executives 
an extra dollar or fwo, and allot a few more pen- 
nies to investors. 

Xhis lame bid for public support, pretending to 
be interested in getting something^ for nothing 
for everybody, is. only transparent trickery. 

Reuther’s whole proposition is nothing more 
than an appeal to class warfare in the true 
IMCarxist tradition. 

There is something sinister behind all this. This 
time Reuther .is not proposing an origirzal pro- 
gram "to combat unemployment.’’ In early January, 
even before he announced his demands, N’orman 
•rhomas, many-time Socialist candidate for Presi- 
dent, called on leading "liberal" members of 
CZongress, and presented ctf SocietZist^ 

Proposals the legislative program for 1958 of the 
Socialist Party-Social Democratic Federation, the 
first paragraph of which declared: 

th-r&at of gro'ioiTi.g t^-n^r^ploy-oz^^t 
shotslel he met hy . . . demamls for- higher- 

roa ges, arrd a greater- workers* share irr the 
profits of irtiirs^stry,** 

I^oreover, since Reuther and his TJA.'W^ know 
that profit-sharing plans "undermine purchasing 
j>o-wer -when you need purchasing po-wer most, 
and that "rhey don’t work,” there must be another 
reason for Reuther’s demand for profit sharing. 

There is. 

Prank jMCarquart, educational director of X-ocal 
212, UA'W, writingdn the February 1958 issue of 
*The Socialist Call declares; 

"The XJA'W plan, if won, would enable the

Merr iwfellies explained that it would not be neces- 
sasry for the Government to take over private 
property; he said the Socialists could "taJke over

Strange as it may seem, the German Socialists 
got that idea, which already has a good start, froxn 
Victor Reuther. Right after the war, "Walter sent 
his brother Victor to Europe as "international 
representative" of the CIO to help rebuild the So- 
cialists controlled labor unions on the continent. It 
was through the influence of Victor Reuther, with 
3-*^ 3-ssist froxxi .American occupation authorities, 
that representatives of the Cjerman unions, the 
were put on the boards of directors of the 
big steel and coal industries in the Ruhr valley. 

R-cufrhe^r bleeds a L.abor ^Sovornnnen#' 

C>f course, this time the automobile companies 
may not give jMr. ''^^alter Reuther everything he 
demands. They jnay" now realize what the awful 
consequences would be. 

*Tbat is why "'CK/^alter R.euther is determined to 
elect a Reuther-doxxiinated Congress this year, and 
a Reuther-dominated President in 1P60. 

For alter l^enther plans to establish and 
mle- a Socialist, Soviet d^merica.

Reuther no doubt remembers what Commun- 
ism’s west coast idol, Harry Bridges, told a CIO 
audience in 1S>46, when RAC first started;

I was in Tokyo the day after President Eisenhower's press 
secretary Hager ty was the target of a serious "student" mob situa- 
tion which endangered Hagerty^s life. Approximately ten days later, 

I was in Tokyo when President Dwight D. Eisenhower did not come to 
Tokyo because of the so-called "student" riots. 

The Recognize Red China formula being used to organize American 
students is aimed at recognizing Communist China but, like the San 
Francisco conspiracy directed toward the American college and 
university campus. 

The vulnerability of the American campus is emphasized by the 
fact that 6000 College, University and Theological Seminary, educators 
comprise the second largest category, of Americans whose names have 
appeared in public print in support of pro-Communist and Communist 
causes. It is anticipated that the American college and university 
campus might well experience more agitation effort, during the school 
year 1960-61 than has ever been observed in any academic year . , .
